Singapore 
Suspect 
Could Not 
Have Killed 
Wenger

Authorities are now cer¬ 
tain a British man previous¬ 
ly suspected of killing Polk 
Street habitue Tom Wenger 
a year ago could not have 
committed that crime, San 
Francisco Homicide Inspec¬ 
tor Alex Fagan told the Bay 
Area Reporter Monday. 

The suspect, identified in news 
reports as 35-year-old John Martin 
Scripps, was in prison in England 
when Wenger was slain here March 
28, 1994, Fagan said. 

Similarities between that grue¬ 
some slaying and a recent murder- 
dismemberment in Singapore had 
San Francisco homicide inspectors 
‘'guardedly optimistic” that the 
Singapore suspect, who also used 
the names Simon John Davis and 
John Martin, might also have been 
Wenger’s killer. 

They have since learned Scripps 
was in a British prison at the time, 
serving a 13-year sentence on nar¬ 
cotics charges, Fagan said. Scripps 
had got “leave” in February 1994, 
before Wenger was killed, and again 
in April, after that murder. He got 
leave again in October, after which 
he failed to return to the facility.

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‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 
Declared Unconstitutional 


(But Telling Your C.O. Can Still Get You Booted!)

The “new” ban on gays and 
lesbians serving in the military is 
unconstitutional. It violates First 
Amendment rights to free speech 
and Fifth Amendment rights to 
equal protection, Federal Judge 
Eugene H. Nickerson declared 
from his Brooklyn courtroom on 
Thursday, March 30. 

The ruling came in Able vs. USA, the 
first legal challenge to the law passed by 


Congress in late 1992 which mandated the 
ban. Six active duty and reserve service 
members had brought the suit. 

“Congress may not enact discriminato¬ 
ry legislation because it desires to insulate 
heterosexual service members from state¬ 
ments that might excite their prejudices,” 
Nickerson wrote. 

“The policy of the act is not only inher¬ 
ently deceptive, it also offers powerful 
inducements to homosexuals to lie.” 

He dismissed the government’s argu¬ 
ment that having openly gay and lesbian 
members serve in the military would 
infringe on the privacy of heterosexuals 


and reduce “unit cohesion.” 

“What the court deems extraordinary is 
the almost total lack of concern [on the 
part of the Pentagon] as to the impact on 
unit cohesion of the attempt to enforce 
secrecy on homosexuals and to enlist them 
in the perpetuation of that hoax on hetero¬ 
sexuals. Common sense suggests that a 
policy of secrecy, indeed what might be 
called a policy of deception or dishonesty, 
will call unit cohesion into question.” 

Nickerson’s most strongly-worded pas¬ 
sage read, “Hitler taught the world what 
could happen when the government began

In a move that has wrought com¬ 
motion among San Francisco politi¬ 
cal observers and operatives, lesbian 
former Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg announced this week that she 
will seek election as mayor. 

Achtenberg resigned her supervisor seat two 
years ago to accept the post of Assistant 
Undersecretary For Fair Housing at the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment. 

Her announced departure from that post 
comes amidst rumors of the imminent resigna¬ 
tion of HUD Secretary Henry Cisneros. 

Last month U.S. Attorney General Janet 
Reno recommended the appointment of a spe¬ 
cial prosecutor to investigate charges that 
Cisneros lied to the FBI during a background 
probe about cash payments to a former mistress.

Jordan Backs Community 
Opposition to Motherlode Move

A popular Polk Gulch area bar that caters to a 
transgender clientele will not be allowed to move 
across the street from its current location at Post 
and Larkin streets. Mayor Frank Jordan nixed the 
plans on Friday, March 31 by vetoing a board of 
supervisors resolution unanimously approving the 
Motherlode’s move from 1002 Post Street to 1035 
Post Street. Consent is necessary because state 
alcohol and beverage control department policy 
requires the approval of local governments for bars 
to change premises. 

A previous attempt by the Motherlode to move 
to Sutter Street was denied last year after a church 
next door to the proposed site protested. 

Motherlode owners Mark Gilpin and Joseph 
Jurkan told the Bay Area Reporter they believed 
the newer proposal - moving just 128 feet to a new 
and larger site across the street - was denied 
because of discrimination against its transgender 
clients. Jordan aide Robert Oakes said that charge 
“is baseless.” 

“It all boils down to boys in dresses,” Gilpin 
complained. “That’s what this is about. It’s just 
wrong. 

“Pardon me, but this is San Francisco in the 
90s, not the 50s.” 

“The decision has nothing to do with the trans¬ 
gender community,” Oakes responded. “Last year 
Mayor Jordan signed and strongly supported land¬ 
mark legislation banning discrimination [in city 
services and accommodations] against the trans¬ 
gender community. Until the surrounding neigh¬ 
borhood supports such a move, we can’t sign off 
on it,” Oakes said. 

The move is not supported by much of the sur¬ 
rounding neighborhood. In fact, Oakes said, it is 
opposed by the anti-prostitution neighborhood 
group Save Our Streets, the Polk Street District 
Merchants Association, and the Guardian Angels. 


And despite a February letter from Northern 
Station precinct Captain Richard Cairns initially 
supporting the move, Oakes said the move is not 
supported by police brass. 

Jordan said in his veto message that there had 
been 300 prostitution arrests in and around the 
Motherlode during the last year, and that the bar 
“has historically created public safety problems in 
the neighborhood.” 

The Motherlode has never been cited by the 
state ABC for any violations, and police have been 
called to the bar fewer than 60 times in a year and 
a half, Gilpin responded. 

“Go and compare the street in front of the 
Motherlode with the street in front of some of the 
bars on Polk Street,” he challenged. 

Gilpin acknowledged that some Motherlode 
customers might be prostitutes, but said others are 
professionals, and no matter what social class they 
come from, all transgenders face enormous dis¬ 
crimination. 

“Maybe some of them are prostitutes,” he said. 
“But maybe that’s because they have to survive, 
and they can’t get other kinds of jobs because of 
prejudice about boys in dresses.” 

Management forbids solicitation for acts of 
prostitution and other criminal acts within the bar, 
Jurkan said. 

An attempt to override Jordan’s veto will be 
considered by the board of supervisors on Monday, 
April 10. Gilpin and Jurkan say they have enough 
support on the board of supervisors to allow the 
bar to move. 

Gilpin and Jurkan also told the B.A.R. they were 
offended that Jordan did not contact them about 
the veto. 

“We’re extremely upset. We supported him 
strongly for election and his son was here for 
our tree-lighting ceremony two Christmases 
ago,” Jurkan said. “He didn’t even bother to call 
us.” T 


Natural History Study Seeks Women with HIV 


Enrollment remains open for 
a four-year natural history study 
of HIV-positive women in San 
Francisco. 

The study does not involve 
experimental drug trials. 

“The goal is to learn about 
HIV infection in women, and 
document some of the differ¬ 
ences in the infection between 
women and men,” according to 
a spokesperson for the 


Women’s Interagency HIV 
Study. 

In addition to local participa¬ 
tion, WIHS is being conducted 
in Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Washington, D.C., and New 
York. 

Participants will be asked to 
come in every six months for a 
complete physical and gyneco¬ 
logical exam. A tuberculosis 
test and allergy panel will be 


placed yearly. Women will 
receive $40 for each completed 
visit, plus an additional $10 on 
the return visit to pick up the 
TB results. Funding was sup¬ 
plied by the National Institutes 
of Health.

Needle Exchange Continues, Despite Oakland Police Action

Oakland police cited three needle exchange volun¬ 
teers last Thursday, March 30 for illegal distribution of 
hypodermic needles. The tickets, which police promised 
would turn into arrests the next time around, came at a 
time when the many groups surrounding the needle 
exchange controversy are beginning to discuss integrat¬ 
ing it with other HIV prevention programs. 

Jan Albrecht of the Alameda County Exchange (ACE) 
expressed concern since these recent police actions go 
against the policy professed by Oakland police chief 
Joseph Samuels, which places needle exchange citations 
near the bottom of their list. Tony Hare, Assistant to the 
Oakland Police Chief, told the B.A.R., “The reality is that 
we place a very low priority on needle exchange.” 

Albrecht said that although police may still cite volunteers, 
because the state laws are on their side, those law enforce¬ 
ment officers are more and more in the minority. “They’re 
basically snubbing their noses at the supervisors, the city 
council, the health commissioner, the juiy [one of which 
recently acquitted ACE volunteers], and the chief of police.” 


Unfortunately, Albrecht said, while Alameda County 
D.A. Tom Orloff has sent “a strong signal” by choosing 
not to prosecute recently cited volunteer Chris Catchpool, 
police are escalating their efforts: 
they have begun arresting clients 
as they leave the sites and hand¬ 
cuffed Catchpool when he was 
arrested. Albrecht called this 
“completely unnecessary.” 

ACE remains unbowed and 
will continue the weekly 
exchanges and their negotiations 
for a possible indoor site, 
Albrecht said. She added that 
ACE is applying for a grant to pay 
for an outreach coordinator. 

A recently filed lawsuit might 
finally alleviate the ongoing feuds 
that have tied the hands of every¬ 
one except the police. 

A San Francisco attorney said his clients, three nee¬ 
dle exchange proponents, would drop a lawsuit filed on 


March 13 against Alameda County and interim public 
health officer Dr. Barbara Allen - if Orloff backed off or 
even allowed county assistance in the controversial AIDS 
prevention program. Lawyer William Simpich explained, 
“We’re seeking a declaration from the court that Dr. 
Allen is exempt from criminal charges if her department 
engages in needle exchange.” 

Allen told The Oakland Tribune that she welcomed a 
legal answer to the dilemma. “What they are attempting 
to do is try to insulate the office of health officer from 
criminal and civil liability,” she said. She recently told 
the B.A.R. that she would like to see needle exchange 
programs integrated into a multiple-use center. 

If they won, the political stakes would be higher than 
the legal ones making needle exchange a safe operation to 
run, said J. David Nick, another lawyer representing the 
plaintiffs. “[Police] would never dare interfere with a gov¬ 
ernment run needle exchange program. They wouldn’t 
touch it with a ten-foot pole,” he said, since that would 
require arresting government employees. This has man¬ 
aged to support other county and city government needle

D.A.: Condoms ^ Prostitution

Condoms will no longer be used as evidence 
in prostitution-related offenses. District 
Attorney Arlo Smith announced Monday, 
March 27. 

Smith said the policy was adopted following 
a six-month trial period that began last 
September at the request of the Department of 
Public Health. 

“We want everyone to practice safe sex,” 
Smith told the Bay Area Reporter. “Last 
September, following a resolution by Supervisor 
Terence Hallinan, we agreed to review our poli¬ 
cy and for the period of the review did not use 
condoms as evidence of furtherance.” 

Hallinan’s resolution was introduced last 
June, following reports that police routinely 


confiscated or destroyed condoms from people 
charged with such offenses, despite a police pol¬ 
icy banning condom seizure. 

Critics of the previous policy had said pros¬ 
titutes were reluctant to protect themselves 
against disease by using condoms that could - 
and would - be routinely confiscated and used 
against them in court. 

Mayor Frank Jordan and Department of 
Public Health Director Sandra Hernandez had 
also requested that Smith adopt the policy. 

Smith said it became apparent upon review that 
most prostitution cases could be prosecuted success¬ 
fully without using condom possession as evidence. 

“It didn’t have that great an impact on our 
cases. We had the full cooperation of the police 
department during the review,” he said. 

Smith said that evidence of solicitation for 


prostitution could be provided without condoms 
by other means - but declined to be specific. 

“I’d rather not talk about that,” he chuckled. 

“Arlo Smith is something of a trailblazer,” 
said Ben Carlson, deputy director of 
Mobilization Against AIDS. “This is a really 
welcome policy change. I don’t think that the 
confiscation of condoms is in the interests of 
anyone’s health.” 

Carlson and other AIDS activists and experts 
told the Bay Area Reporter they hoped other 
prosecutors around the country would follow 
Smith’s lead. 

“This is a wise decision,” said San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation spokesperson Joe Fera. “No 
one at risk for AIDS should be in any way 
deterred from having condoms in their posses¬ 
sion if they are going to be needing them.” ▼

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Hitchens Orders Basher 
To Be Tried as Juvenile

A 17-year-old San Francisco 
youth charged with a mid- 
February attack on a gay man 
will not be tried as an adult for 
the crime, a Superior Court 
judge ruled last week. 

San Francisco Juvenile Court 
Judge Donna M. Hitchens ruled 
Friday, March 31 that the juve¬ 
nile failed to meet the criteria to 
be bound over for trial as an 
adult on the charges. 

Under state law, the youth 
now faces juvenile court dispo¬ 
sition of the charges. If found 
guilty, he could be incarcerated 
in a California Youth Authority 
facility until he is 25 years old. 

Michael Parker, 20, who was 
with the youth during the 
February 12 attack on Hayes 
Valley resident Jim McGrath, is 
free on bail after entering a plea 
of not guilty in the case. 

Parker is charged with felony 
aiding and abetting the commis¬ 
sion of a crime. 

The attack began as McGrath 


was on the way to a neighbor¬ 
hood store. He was approached 
at Hayes and Steiner by Parker 
and the youth, who was shout¬ 
ing anti-gay epithets and taunts. 

After the youth allegedly told 
him, “You faggots aren’t going 
to get my kids,” the teen spit on 
him. 

As McGrath yelled for assis¬ 
tance, the youth slugged him in 
the face with such force that his 
glasses were broken and his left 
eyebrow was lacerated. 

Three men who came to 
McGrath’s assistance chased the 
assailants to a nearby house, 
where the juvenile allegedly 
reappeared, brandishing a meat 
cleaver. 

Police later found the pair 
hiding under a van in the area. 

The victim was treated with 
ten stitches at Davies Medical 
Center. 

McGrath, 36, says he under¬ 
stands Hitchens’s decision - and 
agrees that a possible adult state 
prison sentence for the youth 
“may not serve the community 


or the interests of justice.” 

“As a liberal, white gay man. 
I’ve got to walk the talk. I do not 
believe Newt Gingrich or Jesse 
Helms and won’t put up with 
their bullshit,” he told the B.A.R. 

If the youth pleads guilty to 
the assault, he could also receive 
mandatory counseling, strictly 
supervised probation, restitu¬ 
tion, and/or community service 
in lieu of incarceration. 

Although Hitchens acknowl¬ 
edged the serious nature of the 
attack, she ruled that it failed to 
meet the criteria that would 
require the youth be bound over 
for trial as an adult. That criteria 
include the nature of the offense 
and the possibility of rehabilita¬ 
tion through juvenile court dis¬ 
position. 

McGrath still retains the 
option to sue the pair for the 
assault and for hate crime 
charges in civil court. 

The trio of men who came to 
McGrath’s aid received citations 
for heroism last month from 
Mayor Frank Jordan. T 


Gay Vet To Serve on S.F. Art Panel 

Hardman's Research on Missing Art Prompts Hearings

Two hearings have been held 
this month to discuss the mil¬ 
lions of dollars worth of art that 
is missing from the San 
Francisco War Memorial 
Building, and the few pieces 
that have been replaced, thanks 
to the exhaustive work of 
Commander Paul Hardman of 
the Alexander Hamilton Post 
448, the only gay and lesbian 
American Legion post in the 
country. [See “SF Gay Vets 
Investigating Art Theft,” Bay 
Area Reporter, March 16.] 

Hardman, a well-respected 
military historian, undertook a 
decade-long search through old 
records and documents to trace 
and locate artworks donated in 
the 1930s by the Panama Pacific 
International Exposition for dis¬ 
play in the city’s War Memorial 
Building. The art had been 
missing for decades. 

After he discovered a great 
deal of the collection had been 
distributed to trustees of the 
memorial and was never 
returned - some, in fact, was 
never displayed - and managed 
to locate two potentially valu¬ 
able paintings in uncertain 
condition, a public hearing was 
held at the Veteran’s Building 
on March 14 to discuss 
whether legislation was needed 
to prevent this kind of “theft” 
again. 

A proposal was made at the 
meeting to create a panel to 
write regulations for the mainte¬ 
nance, placement, and docu¬ 
mentation of city-owned items. 

“It will be recommended that 
the Art Commission should be 
in charge of the inventory of city 
assets,” Hardman told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We need a plan 
implemented by ordinance. We 
need to have order, not separate 
agencies running their own 
shows. There should be one 
commission to oversee every¬ 
thing.” 


Supervisor Mabel Teng, who 
will head the panel, said she 
hopes to find the loophole in the 
audit that caused the disappear¬ 
ance of many of the city’s items 
in the first place. 

A follow-up meeting was 
held Wednesday, March 29 to 
discuss the formation of the 
panel, plus its objectives, bud¬ 
get, and other duties. 

“I would like to see the col¬ 
lection being enjoyed. Art 
belongs to the citizens,” 
Hardman said. “Art needs pro¬ 
tecting and it needs to be made 
available for ordinary people to 
enjoy. Most of all, I would like 
to see the artworks installed on 
the blank walls of the veteran’s 
quarters where they were 
intended to go.” 

Hardman, who will be a 
member of the proposed city 
panel, lamented that many 
pieces of the missing collection 
that were found had already 
been broken or mishandled due 


to carelessness or ignorance of 
the delicacy of the items. 

“There needs to be an 
upgrade of the maintenance 
rules. You need to create ideal 
conditions for the works to be 
displayed, “ Hardman noted, 
“not near open windows or 
other vulnerable areas.” 

‘The Art Commission is tak¬ 
ing this matter very seriously,” 
Teng told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We truly need to 
safeguard the city’s assets and 
treasures. We are looking at the 
situation and have not found any 
recent incidents of this kind.” 

Teng said that she will pre¬ 
side over the panel, but admits 
that she is not an art expert and 
will leave most of the decision 
making up to the group. 

“We must move cautiously,” 
Teng said. “I will be assisted by 
John Young, my legislative aide. 
This is important. The city’s his¬ 
tory must be protected and val¬ 
ued.” ▼

The Expo will include over 200 speak¬ 
ers, 60 workshops, 100 free lectures, 350 
exhibits, a bodywork pavilion, perfor¬ 
mance stage, visionary art gallery, and 
natural foods dining. Leading authorities 
of holistic and alternative approaches will 
lecture and conduct workshops on such 
timely topics as AIDS/HIV, women’s 
health, sexuality, environment, biofeed¬ 
back, prosperity, spirituality, and person¬ 
al growth. 

Thompson, who wrote the provocative 
book Gay Soul: Finding the Heart of Gay 
Spirit and Nature with Sixteen Writers, 
Healers, Teachers and Visionaries, 
recently published by Harper 
SanFrancisco, will be moderator of one 


of the special panels and film presenta¬ 
tions at the Expo. Gay Soul panelists will 
include gay authors Andrew Ramer, 
Joseph W. Bean, Rik' Isensee, and Will 
Roscoe. 

Ramer, author of Tribal Wisdom, 
wrote, “My father did the best he knew 
how as a straight man to introduce me to 
gay culture.” He was born in 1951 to a 
left-wing, atheist, political, Jewish family 
in Queens, New York. 

Bean is author of Leathersex: A Guide 
for the Curious Outsider and the Serious 
Player and has been writing about S/M 
and other forms of intense sensual 
exchange for more than ten years. 

Rik Isensee, LCSW, is author of Love 
Between Men and Growing Up Gay in a 
Dysfunctional Family. 

Will Roscoe, a native of Missoula, 
Montana, and a pioneer in the Radical 
Faerie movement, is author of the award¬ 
winning 1991 book The Zuni Man- 
Woman. It is the biography of We’wha,

A benefit for Berkeley’s proposed Rose 
Street AIDS housing project will be held this 
Sunday, April 9, two days before an important 
vote on the proposal by the Berkeley city coun¬ 
cil. Backers are hopeful that despite a thumbs- 
down from many in the community, including 
the Berkeley Housing Commission, the council 
could still approve the six-person facility for 
indigent AIDS patients on Tuesday. 

San Francisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano 


will emcee the Sunday night benefit, which gets 
underway at 8 p.m. at La Pena Cultural Center, 
located at 3105 Shattuck Avenue in Berkeley. 
Also featured on the bill is Wanda Sabir of 
Black Poets with Attitude, and the all-female 
band Final Girl. 

Ammiano said of his involvement, “We live 
in a society that does not often want to discuss 
class or privilege. A place for low-income peo¬ 
ple with AIDS is critical for the well-being of 
the entire community. It’s important that hous¬ 
es like the Rose Street House be supported. 

“As a man who has recently lost my long¬ 


time lover to AIDS, I will continue to stand up 
for care and compassion.”

ust as the judicial 
branch of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment moves to 
^ uphold traditional prin- 
ciples of fairness and 
equality - we refer, of 
course, to the recent decision in the 
Able V. U.S.A. military gay ban case 
- the legislative branch seems to be 
moving in the opposite direction, 
toward striking down those princi¬ 
ples. The GOP has abandoned any 
pretense of wanting less government 
intrusion, and now openly advocates 
intruding into soldiers’ and sailors’ 
bedrooms with a Congressionally- 
mandated ban on gay and lesbian 
service personnel. The reason, 
according to Newt Gingrich, is that 
“experts” say such a ban is neces¬ 
sary. 

That is, of course, a lie. The Penta¬ 
gon has failed to find any real experts 
who would say that, even after 
spending a lot of money searching 
for them. Millions of taxpayer dol¬ 
lars were spent on the notorious 
recent study by the Rand Corporation 
that was supposed to come up with 
that conclusion: after the evidence 
said otherwise, it was suppressed. So 
much for “expert” testimony, which 
remains a subjective thing. 

The experts upon whom Gingrich 
is basing his position are, of course, 
merely busybody religious nuts. 
Their conclusions aren’t scientific, 
or even social-scientific, but blind 
adherence to some select items from 
a larger set of principles written 
down thousands of years ago. 

As always, we remind those who 
pine for fundamentalist rule - of the 
military, or anything else - that such 
a change would mandate a death sen¬ 
tence for unruly children, clean¬ 
shaven men, and Red Lobster cus¬ 
tomers. And, since that would be a 
drastic change, we think it should be 
up to Congressional leaders to set the 
example by swearing to forego all 
Old Testament injunctions. 

It’s hard to imagine them surviv¬ 
ing the change - but then, it’s always 
hard to imagine the GOP practicing 
what it preaches. If they do manage, 
perhaps it will make it a little easier 
for them to inform armed service

personnel what else has been 
banned: cheeseburgers, mixed fiber 
uniforms, and - of course - mastur¬ 
bation. Won’t that present a few, er, 
fundamental problems in morale? 

As longtime readers of the B.A.R. 
might be aware, this is our birthday: 
our first issue hit the streets of San 
Francisco 24 years ago this week. As 
is often the case with birthday cele¬ 
brants after a first few precocious 
years, we now find ourselves both 
proud and amazed. Do you have any 
idea how old that is in gay years? 

Much has happened since we 
started, and many friends have made 
it possible for us to keep doing what 
we love to do. Writers, photogra¬ 
phers, printers, delivery drivers, 
artists, editors, reporters, salespeo¬ 
ple, clerks, and typesetters have dili¬ 
gently kept this paper from missing 
an edition in all those years; only on 
one occasion was it even a day late - 
because of an earthquake. And while 
we appreciate (and hereby thank) 
those colleagues for all they have 
produced, our most fervent apprecia¬ 
tion is, of course, for our readers. 

Without you, none of this would 
have been necessary. With you, how¬ 
ever, it has been - to use Alice Tok- 
las’s expression - a necessary luxury. 

The gay community in San Fran¬ 
cisco is the world’s most famous for 
a very good reason: it is simply 
extraordinary, a fact of which we are 
reminded every week. The guest 
columnist across this page refers to 
Bay Area residents’ capacity for 
political action, which is certainly 
admirable; we’d also like to add a 
few plaudits for their generosity of 
spirit and capacity for compassion, 
so evident in these epidemic years. 

Now that America’s political land¬ 
scape is tilting to the right for a time, 
it is more important than ever that 
everyone look around to see who, and 
how great, we are in this community. 

The fact is we are not alone; we 
are strong if we choose to be strong; 
and we know, having gotten through 
what we’ve already been through, 
the future can be faced with opti¬ 
mism - together. After 24 years, 
that’s our expert opinion. ▼

This legislation represents a dan¬ 
gerous, unprecedented new level 
of persecution of gay, lesbian and 
bisexual people. 

Its chief sponsor. Republican 
Representative A1 Bishop of 
Billings, stated he thought gay 
sex was “worse than rape,” and 
thus gay people must be moni¬ 
tored just like murderers and 
rapists. 

The measure made national 
headlines and sparked a coast-to- 
coast uproar. 

The Billings Gazette on March 
24 reported that state officials 
received more than 100 calls an 
hour from outraged activists and 
disbelieving reporters. 

“Our offices are absolutely 
deluged with news media and 
people calling from all over the 
country,” complained a nervous 
Senate President Bob Brown (R- 
Whitefish). 

The local press, and the 
Montana gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, credit the national pressure 
with playing a decisive factor in 
the bill’s defeat. Even A1 Bishop, 
sponsor of the measure, backed 
down and publicly apologized for 
his “gays-equal-rapists” com¬ 
ment. 

As a grassroots organizer who 
has worked with the Montana 
community numerous times, and 
who assisted them with this bat¬ 
tle, I would like to thank lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
people of the Bay Area who 
voiced their outrage and protested 
the horrible attack. 

Thank you, too, to our Bay 
Area political leaders, including 
Mayor Jordan, Supervisor 
Migden and all the other supervi¬ 
sors, State Senator Milton Marks, 
and others who weighed in with 
the media and their counterparts 
in Montana. 

All of you affirmed our com¬ 
mitment to justice for our gay and 
lesbian brothers and sisters in 
rural America. You reminded 
folks that San Francisco remains 
a bastion of enlightenment and 
tolerance within an increasing 
hostile world. 

Thanks to queers and our allies 
nationwide, we helped the local 
gay community of Montana 
defend its community against big¬ 
otry. Homophobes in that state 
senate will think twice before 
picking a fight with us again! ▼

Foreskin Facts 

Roger LeMesurier’s letter makes no sense. He 
claims that the foreskin adds no extra pleasure, but 
without a foreskin he is no expert. As for health risks, 
my review of recent medical research reveals that 
penile cancer affects only 1 in 100,000 elderly males 
with poor hygiene, while serious complications from 
infant circumcision occur in 1 of every 500 surg¬ 
eries. Intact male hygiene, being easier than oral, 
anal or feminine hygiene, is definitely less risky than 
surgery. Isn’t it then a rather insulting message to 
males that surgical alteration was imposed on them 
because they couldn’t be trusted to wash? 

Further, history is filled with examples of patriar¬ 
chal, sexually-repressed societies, not unlike the 
U.S., where adults cut the genitals of unconsenting 
children and successfully convince them that this 
was done to them/or their own good. The implied 
messages being: “you weren’t bom good enough 
and had to be improved" and “your body belongs to 
the culture, not you.” LeMesurier’s letter exemplifies 
how deeply American men have incorporated these 
messages.

It’s Not Nice To Fool Mother Nature 

More facts and fewer myths would be welcome in 
the circumcision question that has upset so many 
B.A.R. readers. Penile cancer has nothing to do with 
circumcision status. That old scare tactic was dis- 
proven by a 1993 study published by the National 
Cancer Institute, which found that the true risk fac¬ 
tors for penile cancer are smoking, frequent venere¬ 
al infection, human papilloma vims infection, alco¬ 
hol abuse, multiple sex partners, poverty, and lack of 
access to medical care. Furthermore, penile cancer is 
so rare that the National Cancer Institute does not 
even bother to measure its frequency. Circumcised 
men get penile cancer on the site of their circumci¬ 
sion scar. 

A September 1994 study published in Genito¬ 
urinary Medicine found that circumcision has no 
effect on the incidence of common sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases, and in fact, this study found that the 
foreskin was protective against gonorrhea. Nature 
knows more about designing the penis than do 
Americans. 

The movement against infant circumcision is no 
threat to circumcised B.A.R. readers. The real issues 
here are not medical but ethical. B.A.R. readers know 
how hard they have fought to win the freedom to 
openly love those whom Nature intended them to 
love. The anti-circumcision movement is fighting for 
the freedom of American males to keep the sexual 
organs Nature intended them to have. The United 
States is the only Western nation that does not allow 
males the human right to genital self-determination. 

In Europe, infants are not circumcised and, theo¬ 
retically, adult European men have the freedom to 
choose to be circumcised. But none of them do! 
After all, who would actually choose to have 20 to 
30 percent of his penis surgically removed? 

The foreskin is the most erogenous and delicious¬ 
ly sensitive part of the penis, but only an intact male 
would know this. Circumcised B.A.R. readers are to 
be applauded for having managed to make the best 
of their denuded and desensitized organs, but it 
would be more fair to allow the next generation of 
American males to enjoy the full use of their sexual 
organs as Nature so wisely designed them.

Medical Care 

Regardless of Ability To Pay 

I read with interest Jack Stout’s letter questioning the 
quality of care at the Care Unit at Saint Mary’s Medical 
Center, and would like to offer another perspective. 

As a local internist whose practice focuses on 
proactive HIV care and education. I’ve been sur¬ 
prised at the high quality of care offered by St. 
Mary’s Care Unit. As an activist who believes that 
excellence of care should not depend on ability to 
pay. I’ve been particularly grateful for their willing¬ 
ness to accept and treat those who are indigent and 
thus on MediCal. As a doctor who is not on staff at 
their hospital, I respect their commitment to the HIV 
community at large. 

Many avenues to proactive HIV care are closed to 
those who can’t pay their way. While top notch man¬ 
agement and advanced treatments are available 
through San Francisco General and the Health 
Centers, they can only be accessed by those who are 
so organized that they don’t miss appointments, and 
whose discipline and grit prompt consistent efforts 
on their own behalf without the support of a deep 
and committed relationship with a personal physi¬ 
cian. The problem of access becomes compounded 
when physical strength and mental clarity are 
attacked by HIV. Thus those with no money and 
advancing HIV encephalopathy tend to fall through 
the cracks in the system. 

Those of us who are committed to quality care 
without regard to ability to pay know how tough this 
battle is; we share it with our patients. Referrals are 
difficult. Payment for services is inadequate. In the 


increasingly patient-hostile climate of managed care, 
it’s hard to find hospitals who will risk financial loss 
to share the burden. Greater levels of effort are 
required on our part, to access even minimal care for 
these patients. 

The people at Saint Mary’s Care Unit have been 
there for my practice. Knowing they won’t profit 
financially, they still accept indigent patients. Once 
accepted, these patients receive extraordinary care - 
extraordinary not only in its medical excellence and 
comprehensive team approach, but also in dedication 
and personal kindness. 

I’ve been on the Care Unit at five or six a.m. and 
at midnight, as well as during regular working hours. 
I’ve seen teamwork, true dedication, and outstanding 
results. More than that. I’ve seen consistent kind¬ 
ness, attention to emotional concerns, and respect for 
patient dignity. I’ve received calls from staff mem¬ 
bers, weeks after discharge, just to ask how a patient 
is doing. Never once have I seen the anti-HIV and 
antipoverty bias which has come to characterize 
much of the private health care climate. 

All of us who are truly committed to care for HIV 
regardless of ability to pay have to find ways to 
reduce costs; otherwise, we won’t still be here for the 
next patient, and the next. But to suggest that the 
Care Unit at St. Mary’s is economically motivated, 
or settles for less than excellent care, seems to me a 
great injustice.

In an era of shrinking services and budget crisis I 
am appalled by the revelation that top management 
at the San Francisco AIDS Foundation is raking in 
huge salaries along with fat expense accounts with 
no oversight. The foundation is supposed to be a 
non-profit community service organization, not a 
cash cow created for the enrichment of a few indi¬ 
viduals. To date we have learned that foundation 
director Pat Christian receives compensation in 
excess of $120,000 annually. Of course, we don’t as 
yet know the exact figure since foundation lawyer, 
Lance Henderson, has refused to disclose it in spite 
of the fact that upper management salaries are sup¬ 
posed to be a matter of public record. Henderson was 
recently quoted as saying, “We’re not embarrassed 
by the salaries paid to upper management.” If this is 
really the case, then it’s time for the foundation to 
stop stonewalling and come clean with the complete 
compensation package received by Christian, 
Henderson and other top managers like Rene 
Durazzo and Regina Aragon. 

To make matters worse, AIDS Foundation man¬ 
agement has chosen to squander more valuable 
resources in costly anti-union attacks aimed at their 
own workforce. Since AIDS Foundation workers 
voted to unionize almost a year ago, management 
has carried on a campaign of harassment, intimida¬ 
tion and termination aimed at union supporters. 
Recently, because of union pressure, the SFAF has 
finally agreed to domestic partners coverage for 
employees, a benefit that married heterosexuals 
there had always enjoyed. A final contract settlement 
has remained elusive, however, mainly because man¬ 
agement has been demanding an open shop at the 
foundation. Given recent actions by the foundation, 
the intent of this proposal can only be to eventually 
rid the foundation of the union altogether. It would 
leave already vulnerable union supporters in an even 
more precarious position. Management would con¬ 
tinue to pick them off or drive them away one by one 
until the union has ceased to exist. 

In the face of financial impropriety and question¬ 
able personnel policy, the AIDS Foundation Board 
of Directors has been missing in action. The board 
must not continue to abdicate its responsibilities. The 
time has come for the AIDS Foundation to put its 
house in order. Immediate reform is crucial. 
Concerned contributors must have their confidence 
in the foundation restored or it is likely that their 
donations will be redirected to agencies that actually 
spend their funding on needy AIDS patients.

Wilson Makes Dole 
(And Others) Nervous 


ete Wilson may not 
end up on the 
Republican national 
ticket next year, but he 
clearly has his fellow 
announced GOP candidates 
plenty nervous. Bob Dole, Phil 
Gramm, and Lamar Alexander 
all declared they weren’t wor-

ried about Wilson’s entry into 
the presidential fracas, but nev¬ 
ertheless lost no time in taking 
political potshots at the 
California governor. 

Alexander, a former gover¬ 
nor of Tennessee who had 
hoped that he alone could lay 
claim to the anti-Washington 
outsider mantle, quickly 
attacked Wilson on his promise 
last year that he would serve out 
his full term if re-elected by 
California voters. “He should 
do just that,” a miffed 
Alexander complained. 

Bob Dole’s camp promptly 
attacked Wilson as an “oppor¬ 
tunistic waffler” whose politi¬ 
cal record is “filled with incon¬ 
sistencies.” As for Dole him¬ 
self, the same day that Wilson 
made his campaign intentions 
clear, the senate majority leader 
ran up to New York and quickly 
set up a press conference in 
which that state’s most power¬ 
ful Republican, Senator A1 
D’Amato, and newly installed 
GOP Governor George “Tacky” 
Pataki somewhat reluctantly 
endorsed the Kansas power¬ 
house, thereby almost daring 
Wilson to enter the primary 
there. 

Among those who have 
already entered the fray, Wilson 
clearly hurts front-runner Dole 
the most. In some Republican 
circles. Bob Dole is considered 
a “moderate” - at least when 
you compare him to the likes of 
Gramm, Patrick Buchanan, or 
California Congressperson Bob 
Dornan - all three flaming 
homophobes. 

Although Arlen Specter 
announced his candidacy last 
week, he is in fact a “true mod¬ 
erate” - a liberal by most 
Republican standards. Surely 
no one expects the party of 
Jesse Helms, Bill Dannemeyer, 
Buchanan, ad nauseam to 
choose a nominee remotely 
resembling the Pennsylvania 
senator. 

Barring any last-minute 
“star” candidate like General 
Colin Powell, the way I see it is 
that by convention time next 
year, the two battling it out for 
the GOP nod could very well be 
Wilson and Dole. Although 
even Pete Wilson’s top advisers 
admit that he is as stiff and 
uncharismatic as they come 
(not that the acidic Dole is pos¬ 
sessed of any great charm), the 
entry of our governor into the 
contest for the White House 
clearly has the rest of the field 
in fits. 

Besides his “moderate” sta¬ 
tus, why is this laid-back 
Californian so feared by his fel¬ 
low Republican candidates? 
Well, like him or not, Pete 
Wilson has a record of deliver¬ 
ing on things that most politi¬ 


cians merely promise. As one 
Sacramento political heavy¬ 
weight (a Democrat, incidental¬ 
ly) put it, “In this game, every¬ 
one talks the talk. All the 
Republicans are ‘tough on 
crime,’ against affirmative 
action, and in favor of welfare 
and immigration reform. 
Wilson’s different because he’s 
actually enacted stuff like ‘three 
strikes and you’re out’ and the 
proposition restricting social 
services for illegals. The others 
talk, Wilson does, and they [his 
GOP opponents] are worried 
Republican voters will notice.”

I think that Pete Wilson 
could very well end up on the 
GOP’s national ticket next year; 
indeed, I would be surprised if 
he didn’t. Frankly, I view the 
governor as the West Coast ver¬ 
sion of Mario Cuomo - always 
managing to win elections but 
not concerned about keeping 
his campaign promises. 

After all, isn’t this the same 
Pete Wilson who strongly indi¬ 
cated he would sign gay rights 
legislation into law only to veto 
it once it hit his desk? It is, 
indeed, and despite his career- 
long claim to being a “moder¬ 
ate,” he is even now edging 
closer to the radical fundamen¬ 
talist right while making 
speeches on the East Coast por¬ 
traying himself as middle of the 
road. 

As for Bob Dole, he, too, is 
trying to take the “center” in an 
attempt to keep all the factions 
of his party happy, but this sea¬ 
soned Beltway pro can barely 
conceal his homophobia and 
subtle racism. The Republicans 
will go to San Diego next year 
and nominate either Pete 
Wilson or Bob Dole as their 
standard-bearer, and quite 
frankly, there isn’t a dime’s 
worth of difference between the 
two. 

Politics and people 

Palm Springs becomes a les¬ 
bian mecca every third week¬ 
end in March, and last month 
was no different as nearly 
25,000 women rented hotel 
rooms, ate in expensive restau¬ 
rants, packed the gay bars, 
attended scores of private par¬ 
ties, and even wound up (some 
of them anyway) watching a bit 
of the Dinah Shore Women’s 
Golf Tournament, the ostensi¬ 
ble reason the hordes descend 
in the first place. 

Three lesbian friends from 


the Castro who always attend 
this annual confab told me that 
this year’s was the biggest ever. 
“The Women’s Weekend at the 
Russian River doesn’t even 
compare. There were women - 
beautiful women - every¬ 
where,” one said. The mer¬ 
chants and the local chamber of 
commerce in my favorite desert 
town can hardly wait until the 
free-spending sapphists come 
back next year. Incidentally, my 
travel agent friend Laura says 
she and more than a few of the 
other 500 women staying at The 
Riviera Resort, the city’s 
largest, never made it near a 
golf course. 

SF activist Matt Coles of the 
ACLU is one of the heroes 
behind the decision by a federal 
New York judge to strike down 
the Clinton administration’s 
ugly “don’t ask, don’t tell” pol¬ 
icy on gays in the military. 
Coles, a respected attorney, 
fought hard on this one. 

And can anyone tell me why 
President Clinton, supposedly a 
friend of the gay and lesbian 
community, doesn’t quietly tell 
AG Janet Reno to simply forget 
about a challenge to a higher 
court on this idiotic issue? 

My lesbian friends may or 
may not be interested in know¬ 
ing that I received a postcard 
last week from a friend who is 
visiting his parents in Dyke, 
Pennsylvania. 

In Albany, N.Y., the 
Democratic-controlled state 
Assembly last week passed a 
gay and lesbian civil rights bill 
for the third year in a row. 
However, Republicans who 
control the state Senate are 
already making it known that 
they will not let the bill come 
up for a vote. My GOP lesbian 
and gay friends, please take 
note! 

A Municipal Court judge’s 
seat will become vacant next 
year. Three candidates from the 
gay/lesbian community (Kay 
Tsenin, Ron Albers, and 
Matthew Rothschild) are eyeing 
the bench. 

The highly acclaimed 
Harvey Milk opera, playing at 
the Houston Grand Opera since 
January, opened for a very lim¬ 
ited run this week in the Big 
Apple. Presented by the New 
York City Opera, it is reported¬ 
ly drawing huge crowds. 

I don’t know if I’m flattered 
or insulted by a recent newspa¬ 
per column that said that 
“everyone’s commenting on 
how much legal eagle F. Lee 
Bailey and our own potent 
politico Wayne Friday look and 
sound alike.” Mark Fuhrman 
maybe, but that pretentious, 
pompous Bailey?!

Socket To Me, Baby

y friend Susan, 
clever lass that she 
is, can claim she’s 
done the lesbian 
equivalent of building a better 
mousetrap. She is the inventor 
of the Thigh Harness, a dildo 
harness worn around the thigh 
with which the reader might be 
familiar. Under the nom de 
commerce of Socket Science 
Labs, Susan markets her Thigh 
Harness along with another 
woman’s line of dildos. Said 
Vixen Creations dildos tilt at a 
higher angle, and some have 
special protrusions, in order to 
provide more intense G-spot 
stimulation. 

As befits products designed 
with women’s pleasure in mind 
by real, live, pleasure-loving 
women, they have apparently 
been flying out the door at 
Good Vibrations. (Hmmm ... 
must look into the screen-saver 
possibilities. If flying toasters 
can sell, why not - oh, sorry, off 
on a tangent.) By removing the 
dildo from the groin and by 
marketing her harness with dil¬ 
dos more functional and 
abstract than representational, 
Susan believes she has de- 
emphasized the phallic associa¬ 
tions (phallicity?) of this popu¬ 
lar toy and provided women 
with more sexual options. 

Surely, then. Socket Science 
toys should be exempt from the 
political criticism that dildos 
are inappropriate for lesbian 
sexuality. But, nooooooo! And 
it’s not even radical dykes diss- 
ing our Susan, but the president 
of Los Angeles N.O.W., 
Tammy Bruce, a woman with 
the bully pulpit of her own 
radio talk show. Bruce says, 
correctly, that we are not reliant 
on “that organ.’’ She says we 
have “exactly what we want 
and need from women.” That, 
however, should include the 
brains to choose a woman with 
a dildo over a man if we find 
that kind of sex satisfying. 

Specifically lesbian 

By doing a little Socket 
Science of our own, we can 
determine whether using a 
Thigh Harness is lesbian or not. 
Take the ultimate possibility; 
simultaneous mutual penetra¬ 
tion. Will it work with two men? 
No. Will it work with a woman 
and a man? Probably not - 
wrong angles. Will it work with 
two women? Yes. And there you 
have it; by the scientific process 
of elimination, use of the Thigh 
Harness is a specifically lesbian 
sexual act. 

There is something both 
arrogant and fearful about the 
idea that vaginal penetration 
necessarily imitates heterosexu¬ 
ality or invokes (or worships, 
according to Tammy Bruce) the 
phallus. Whatever happened to 
the notion that women are far 
better lovers of women than are 
men (documented, indirectly, 
by Masters and Johnson)? Even 
when it comes to quote inter¬ 
course unquote, it’s not we who 
are the pale imitation; think of 
the staying power of a woman 
with a toy. 

The original distaste for pen¬ 
etration (among those who had 
it) was not political. It arose 
from aversion to straight men’s 
stereotyping and ridiculing les¬ 
bian sex as being impossible 
without a penis surrogate, and 
some women took inordinate 
pride in being able to do better 


without. Once we dared to 
define our identities and sexual¬ 
ity for ourselves, lesbians in 
general stopped caring what 
anyone else might think. 
“Digital penetration” became 
commonplace (yes, even in the 
’70s), and lesbian sexual explo¬ 
ration has proceeded apace 
from there. 

There is a difference 
between saying women don’t 
necessarily need penetration

and saying we shouldn’t want 
it. One woman in two cannot 
come from vaginal penetration 
alone. But not only do many 
women like this sensation, 
quite a number can’t come 
without G-spot stimulation. 
(Some rise, some fall, some 
climb to get to Terrapin.) 

This is, exactly, socket sci¬ 
ence: as documented in A New 
View of a Woman’s Body 
(Feminist Health Press 1991), 
the clitoris actually extends 
quite a ways internally, both 
along the vaginal roof (the 
“urethral sponge”) and in two 
“legs” along either side of the 
vaginal opening (the “perineal 
sponge”). Some women can’t 
take too much touching of the 
clitoral glans; others can’t get 
enough. So it stands to reason 
location of stimulation could 
make a difference, too. 

Primal feminist act 

It’s strange that penetration 
might be considered off-limits 
on lesbian feminist grounds. 
Knowing our bodies and what 
they can do— instead of leav¬ 
ing matters of “down there” to 
male gynecologists— is a pri¬ 
mal feminist act, and one of the 
most liberating. 

It’s a fact that, prior to 
orgasm, the deep end of the 
vagina balloons up. Orgasm can 


bring uterine contractions - 
women who have had hysterec¬ 
tomies often say they noticed 
the difference afterward. Who 
is in a better position to witness 
- and be awed by - these phe¬ 
nomena than a woman with her 
finger(s) inside a woman lover 
coming to orgasm? And who 
can say there’s nothing lesbian 
about feeling your own vagina 
rhythmically squeezing a 
woman lover’s finger(s) as you 
come yourself? 

I’ve rested my head on a 
lover’s tummy while her womb 
flexed its muscle. I’ve felt a 
lover’s orgasm alternately push 
my fingers out then suck them 
deeper in, like the waves at 
Stinson Beach. And I’ve felt my 
own body take me out of con¬ 
trol, as the resistance of a 
lover’s fingers to my orgasmic 
waves forced yet more exquis¬ 
ite pleasure on me, to the point 
of overload. At moments like 
these, I know what a gift the 
Goddess gave me by making 
me a lesbian. 

How more intimate than this 
can you get? There’s no shame 
in not liking penetration or in a 
traumatic history that makes it 
feel unsafe. But the vulnerabili¬ 
ty can be part of the charm, 
because of the trust and close¬ 
ness involved. And what’s the 
attraction of sex but sensation 
and intimacy? 

We are blessed, as 
(post)modem lesbians, with an 
incredible palette of dynamics 
we can bring to bed. We can 
mix, in any combination, love, 
lust, power exchange, fantasy 
or what have you. We can use 
just our bodies, or props as 
well. And all of it is lesbian, 
because it’s women creating it. 

“Keep your laws off my 
body” is a feminist slogan. It’s a 
shame we have to use it on les¬ 
bian sisters. Freedom of sexual 
choice is a life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness thang - I 
hope you do understand. ▼

They suggest, “for 
instance, you might like to 
invite five to ten friends along to 
form your own dinner table 
social group.” 

Not that that is really neces¬ 
sary for a good time, they say. 
“In our experience, everyone we 
have met on straight cruises has 
been gay-friendly,” Schoenberg 
and Polansky say. “Frequently 
there are gay staff, especially 
the performers on board.” 
What? Gay performers? We’ve 
never heard of that before. 

“Some companies give 
reduced prices for a long- 
advance purchase, however this 
has not been the case with gay 
cruises,” Schoenberg and 
Polansky observe. “Other fac¬ 
tors being roughly equal, the 
straight cruise turns out to be a 
better value for the money.” 
They provide the example of a

The Cost of Bigotry

As part of a new “Value-Based” budgeting 
program, the San Francisco Board of Education 
is seeking community input regarding the 
school district’s next annual budget. A 
“Community Budget Advisory Committee” has 
been meeting to facilitate that process, which 
included a March 26th public meeting with var¬ 
ious lesbian and gay groups. 

Somewhat disorganized and poorly-attend¬ 
ed, that meeting still offered an unprecedented 
opportunity for lesbians and gays to provide 
specific recommendations to the school district 
on a number of key issues. Those in attendance 
called for lesbian/gay inclusion in textbooks at 
ALL grade levels, the re-naming of a school to 
honor Harvey Milk, and elimination of the para¬ 
military Junior ROTC (JROTC). 

The JROTC program waS the focus of 
numerous objections. Representatives of vari¬ 
ous lesbian/gay groups noted that JROTC text¬ 
books contain racist and homophobic content, 
as well as medical misinformation about 
HIV/AIDS. 

Speakers also reminded the committee of 
current U.S. military policy, which denies basic 
civil rights to lesbians and gays. The “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy is fully embraced by the 
JROTC (which is, after all, a Pentagon pro¬ 
gram), In effect, by allowing the JROTC to con*^ 
tinue, the school district willingly invites homo- 
phobic bigotry directly into our classrooms. 

The suggestion that JROTC be disbanded 
was met with opposition from Jill Wynns, who 
is the Board of Education’s liaison to the 
Community Budget Advisory Committee. 
According to Commissioner Wynns, “about 
1,000 students” (of the district’s 60,000) have 
(somehow) told her that they like JROTC. 
Therefore, Wynns said, she feels bound to sup¬ 
port the program. 

Where’s the logic there? If 1,000 students 
told Wynns that they could get more homework 
done on crack, would she support the installa¬ 
tion of cocaine vending machines? For that mat¬ 
ter, it’s probable that at least one student in 60 
dislikes mathematics; but, on that basis, should 
the school district drop any math requirements? 

Furthermore, Wynns completely ignored the 
fact that JROTC programs across the nation uti¬ 
lize a systematic process of intimidation. A 
“code of silence” surrounds children in the pro¬ 
gram, who have only reluctantly begun to report 
numerous instances of “hazing” and other bru¬ 
tality that are JROTC hallmarks. In particular, 
lesbian and gay students - whose already- 
homophobic schools are made only more 
threatening by a JROTC presence - may be the 
least likely to register their complaints. 

Ultimately, the JROTC program cannot be 
defended on either intellectual or moral 
grounds. And it can’t be defended seriously on 
financial ground, either. According to one esti¬ 
mate, JROTC programs cost the San Francisco 
school district about $700,000 a year. Imagine if 
even a small percentage of that money was used 
to purchase textbooks that did not censor les¬ 
bian and gay existence. 

The bottom line is that JROTC textbooks 
teach hate and violence to our city’s children. 
That’s a curriculum that the school district - and 
every one of us - simply can’t afford.

Pizza Hut’s new television campaign features 
none other than Rush Limbaugh. 


In the Pizza Hut commercial, Limbaugh 
praises both the pizza and his ego. Shown stuff¬ 
ing a pizza slice in his mouth, Limbaugh chats 
about his knack for “always being right.” 

In a somewhat odd twist, Limbaugh has 
already used his own national TV show to pro¬ 
mote the Pizza Hut commercial. He recently 
described, at length, the ad’s content and told 
his viewers to be on the look-out for it. Heedless 
to say, Limbaugh has also offered glowing 
praise for Pizza Hut, urging his fans to praise 
the company for having the “good sense” to hire 
him,' 

When he’s not busy pushing pizza, of course, 
Limbaugh is busy bashing lesbians and gays, 
women, and people of color. His radio and tele¬ 
vision broadcasts are filled with homophobic 
misinformation and downright ridicule. During 
one broadcast of his TV show, for example, 
Limbaugh derided a meeting of rural lesbians, 
which took place on a farm. These women, 
Limbaugh said, were mating with pigs** in 
order to ‘'perpetuate the species.’* 

Fortunately, “operators are standing by” at 
Pizza Hut’s corporate offices, monitoring public 
response to the Limbaugh commercial. Reports 
are being filed on the basis of each telephone 
call. And it would seem the operators are busy: 
it took the B.A.R. editor three tries before his 
call was answered.

Enquiring Minds

For all its sensationalist sleaze, the National 
Enquirer has a certain reputation for accuracy 
when it comes to gossipy entertainment news. 
In January, the popular tabloid reported that 
scriptwriters for Roseanne had put together an 
episode titled “D.J.’s Coming Out,” in which the 
Conners’ teenage son tells his parents that he is 
gay. The Enquirer quoted an “insider” who 
claimed the plot could unfold over several 
episodes, with the “Coming Out” storyline 
ready to air this May (a critical “ratings sweeps” 
period, when the popularity of TV shows are 
surveyed nationally). 

In the rumored scenario, D.J. (played by 
Michael Fishman) develops what the Enquirer 
described as “an unusually close friendship 
with a new boy at school.” The script reported¬ 
ly will deal with the peer harassment D.J. expe¬ 
riences, his father’s “macho” efforts to teach 
him self-defense, and the young teen’s eventual 
revelation that “I was fighting myself - fighting 
my feelings.” 

The Enquirer’s source also reported that - 
while Roseanne producers are bracing for a 
homophobic backlash from the network (ABC) 
- the plot development is fully backed by 
Roseanne herself, who hopes “that D.J.’s com¬ 
ing out could help kids who are going through 
the same thing.” 

It remains to be seen if these rumors have 
any basis in fact. Rest assured, however, that the 
widely-read Enquirer has already provoked let¬ 
ters from “concerned” homophobes, who prefer 
gay boys to kill themselves rather than come 
out. 

Already overpopulated with heterosexual 
teens, prime-time television would surely ben¬ 
efit from **D.J.’s Coming Out.** Send encour¬ 
aging feedback to Roseanne, Co-Executive 
Producer, Roseanne, do ABC Entertainment, 
2040 Avenue of the Stars, Los Angeles, CA 
90067, tel.

KSFO DJ Declares War 
On Lesbian Avengers

Less than two months after 
giving controversial radio 
shock jock J. Paul Emerson 
the boot, radio station KSFO 
AM is being criticized by les¬ 
bian and gay activists for initi¬ 
ating a harassment campaign 
against a lesbian activist 
group. 

Emerson was fired in 
February, after launching into 
an on-air temper tantrum 
against the manager of sister 
station KGO-TV about the 
cancellation of an episode of 
the Phil Donahue show on 
which he appeared. Prior to 
that he had infuriated the gay 
and lesbian community by 
making numerous anti-gay 
and AIDSphobic statements 
on his morning show. 

Activists with Lesbian 
Avengers, a lesbian direct 
action group, now charge that 
Tom Kamb - Emerson’s 
replacement - has targeted 
the group for harassment by 
his mostly conservative audi¬ 
ence. 

The day after the Avengers 
disrupted a March 29 press 
conference in which Mayor 
Frank Jordan kicked off a 
fundraising drive to purchase 
Beretta 92f semi-automatic 
handguns for police officers, 
Kamb went on-air to 
denounce the group. 

“The war has been 


declared,” Kamb said on his 
Friday, March 30 program. 
“I’m gonna put you folks off 
the map - that’s what I’m 
gonna do - and so are the fel¬ 
low posse members of this 
program.” 

According to the Avenger 
Katie Hem, Kamb then read 
the Lesbian Avenger hotline 
number over the air; within 
minutes, the group’s answer¬ 
ing machine was filled to 
capacity with hate messages, 
including threats. 

“Your mutant little group, 
you freaks of nature, are gonna 
be stomped out. It’s over. 
We’re coming after you,” said 
one of the messages. 

The group has complained 
to KSFO, to no avail. 

“We’ve called them twice 
but they haven’t returned our 
calls,” Hem said. 

Approximately a month 
after Emerson was fired, and 
only after meeting with com¬ 
munity activists, KSFO finally 
admitted he had spread misin¬ 
formation about AIDS; 
Emerson had called for the 
quarantine of people with 
AIDS, which he justified by 
professing to believe that 
AIDS is an airborne and casu¬ 
ally transmitted disease. The 
station ran AIDS information 
public service announcements 
from the Department of Public 
Health for three days to correct 
the misinformation. 


The Lesbian Avengers 
action that enraged Kamb was 
part of a campaign the group is 
conducting - as part of the 
larger coalition Action for 
Police Accountability, which 
seeks to reform the Office of 
Citizen Complaints - to focus 
attention on the problem of 
police violence. 

Avengers and a member of 
the Tenants Union at the press 
conference protested by 
unfurling a four-foot-long 
blank check made out to the 
police department. The 
check’s memo field said, “Kill 
as many people as you want.” 

According to research by 
the group, only 65 of more 
than 1,200 complaints of 
police misconduct were sus¬ 
tained by the OCC - and 
almost a quarter of those cases 
were dismissed by the Chief of 
Police. 

Of the 19 cases that resulted 
in any discipline against offi¬ 
cers, 12 involved written repri¬ 
mand, and the remaining seven 
cases resulted in suspensions 
totaling less than ten days. 

The police misconduct 
review process was the subject 
of hearings before the board of 
supervisor’s public safety, 
environment, and land use 
committee by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano last week. 

KSFO did not return Bay 
Area Reporter phone calls 
about the controversy. ▼

Stalking Charge Filed by SF 
Bi Against CC County Deputy

A bisexual San Francisco man who claims he is 
being stalked by a Contra Costa County Deputy 
Sheriff has had the law enforcement officer served 
with a temporary restraining order. A hearing on 
the matter is set for this Friday, April 7. 

James A. Carney, 33, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that 38-year-old Deputy Mark Anthony 
Windeler, who is contracted to the city of San 
Ramon, is stalking him and that he threatened to 
kill him at Nordstrom on Market Street in down¬ 
town San Francisco. Carney also said in legal doc¬ 
uments that he believed that Windeler came to his 
residence later. 

Windeler denied ever making any threats or 
stalking Carney when contacted by the B.A.R. 
Both men do acknowledge they were once good 
friends. 

Carney has filed San Francisco police reports 
on both incidents. In the first report Carney indi¬ 
cated the friction began when he and Windeler 
were involved in an automobile-injury accident 
last October. The other party was uninsured and 
Carney, who was the passenger in Windeler’s vehi¬ 
cle, sued Windeler’s insurance company to recover 
his medical bills. 

Windeler said his vehicle had been rear-ended 
in that traffic accident, and when Carney said he 
was injured and wanted to make a claim, “that sev¬ 
ered the friendship.” 

In the ensuing months, Carney and Windeler 
did not speak, the record indicates. 

Carney alleged in the first report that he was 
walking through the San Francisco Shopping 
Center at Fifth and Market on March 14, and 
Windeler walked up to him “out of the blue” and 


said, “You will get a settlement out of this, but to 
enjoy it you must be alive.” 

Carney said in the police report, filed one week 
after the alleged incident, he became frightened 
and fled to the nearest elevator. “Carney feels that 
Windeler, who is a Contra Costa County Sheriff 
[deputy], carries an off-duty gun and is capable of 
carrying out his threat,” the reporting officer noted. 
“Carney did not report this incident earlier on 
advice of his doctor and attorney.” 

Windeler gives a different account of what hap¬ 
pened. He told the B.A.R., 
“I happened to walk by 
him” in the mall, and the 
two men exchanged greet¬ 
ings - “Hi, how you 

doing?” “Hello, what’s up? 
Fine.” - after which they 
walked on without further 
conversation. No threats 
were made, he insisted. 

The second police re¬ 
port, dated March 22, 

describes the type of inci¬ 
dent as a “suspicious 

occurrence/ possible stalk- 

- ing.” It occurred at the 

Fillmore Center at 1550 
Eddy Street, where Carney lives. 

After Carney called 911, officers reported they 
found him “extremely concerned and highly agi¬ 
tated.” 

Carney told officers that at about 1:50 a.m. he 
saw his “ex-friend” Windeler and another man exit 
the garage. At that time, Carney told police again 
he was being “stalked.” Carney showed officers a

New Spectrum Board Chair 
Blows Out Some Old Myths

Tom Matteoli, a gay activist 
with a doctorate in education 
from the University of San 
Francisco - where he chaired 
the first AIDS task force - has 
been elected board chair of 
Spectrum, the Center for 
Lesbian, Gay, and Bisexual 
Concerns in Marin County. 

Matteoli, 41, who serves in 
that position without pay, is 
employed with UC Lawrence 
Berkeley Laboratory as employ¬ 
ee and labor relations specialist. 
He now lives in San Rafael. 

In an interview with the B.A.R.

Spectrum is a lesbian-run, 
women’s ‘religious’ oiganization.” 

Matteoli says he is deter¬ 
mined to shatter the image 
because he sees Spectrum as an 
organization run by committed 
and effective men and women 
together as a community. “If 
you look at the numbers,” he 
points out, “we are actually pro¬ 
viding more services to gay men 
than lesbians.” Even so, he 
acknowledges that in his new 
capacity as Spectrum board 
chair it has been difficult at 
times to get gay men to consid¬ 
er serving on the board of direc¬ 
tors for a term. 

Spectrum’s mission is to 
work collaboratively to address 
and to advocate for the emotion¬ 
al, spiritual and practical con¬ 
cerns of lesbian, gay and bisex¬ 
ual people, and to build a strong 
lesbian, gay and bisexual com¬ 
munity in Marin, according to 
information provided by 
Spectrum. 

Matteoli told the B.A.R. the 
agency continues “to define its 
mission and its place in the 
county’s fabric.” However, he 
cautioned, “We can no longer 
try to be all things to all people.” 

Rather than rebuild HIV 
wellness programs, Matteoli 
thinks the best way for 
Spectrum to support the fight 
against HIV is to provide strong 
referrals to county organizations 
already in place. The queer 
community in Marin has indi¬ 
cated the importance of “a place 
for people to come to feel com¬ 
fortable about themselves and 
their sexuality, and to share their 
experience with others.” And 
the Spectrum Center located at 
1000 Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard in San Anselmo,

Colombian Civil Rights Abuses Blasted in SF Speech 

Activist: U.S. Taxes Are Being Used To Kill Gay People

Dr, Juan Pablo Ordonez will 
never forget the day in October 
1990 when the sounds of 
anguished yelling reached his 
office at the National Judicial 
Police Academy in Bogota, 
Colombia from a nearby class¬ 
room. 

Ordonez, then a 26-year-old 
criminal law professor, was not 
prepared for the horror he dis¬ 
covered when he rushed down 
the hall to find out the source of 
the noises. What he had heard 
were the screams of men who 
were the subjects of a real-life 
demonstration in a class on tor¬ 
ture - being beaten and prodded 
with guns that delivered electri¬ 
cal shocks. 

“When I entered the class¬ 
room, there were five homeless 
men being tortured in front of 
the students,” Ordonez told the 
Bay Area Reporter in an inter¬ 
view last week. “I got hysterical. 
I told the students to get the hell 
out of the building and said that 
I wanted the five people in my 
office in one minute. TTie person 
doing the torture said, ‘Oh come 
on, doctor, they are just dispos¬ 
able.’ 

“That was the first time I’d 
ever heard someone called dis¬ 
posable,” he said. 

The phrase stayed with him; 
he has since produced a 100- 
page report called No Human 
Being Is Disposable, about the 
civil rights situation in 
Colombia. 

Ordonez, a gay man, was 
invited to speak at the San 
Francisco-based International 
Gay and Lesbian and Gay 
Human Rights Commission on 
Thursday, March 20. His talk, 
sponsored by Gente Latina de 
Ambiente and Human Rights 
Watch, was a way to bring atten¬ 
tion to his report. 

Ordonez is pushing for the 
United States and the rest of the 
international community to sus¬ 
pend all non-humanitarian aid to 
Colombia until its government 
puts an end to the human rights 
abuses and eradicates some 40 
“social cleansing squads” that 
operate there, including the 
feared Muerte Homosexuales 
(Death to Homosexuals), which 
targets poor homosexuals and 
street transvestites. 

He also urged lesbians and 
gays to write their 
Congressional representatives 
about the abuses and to demand 
action. 

“Many lesbians and gays in 
the United States don’t even 
know where Colombia is,” 
Ordonez acknowledged, “and 
they’re worried about their own 
lives. They have their own shit 
to put up with. 

“But they should care 
because we are talking about 
human beings. It affects them - 
and their taxes are being used to 
kill people.” 

“I’d better shut up’’ 

The situation is so bad in 
Colombia. Ordonez told the 
B.A.R., that the victims who 
were brought to his office after 
the torture class were even terri¬ 
fied that a complaint might be 
filed on their behalf with the 
national directorate of the acad¬ 
emy. 

After “they cried and begged 
me not to do it because they’d be 
killed,” Ordonez said, “I gave 
them all rides and dropped them

“The vice director told me 
that I’d better shut up because 
[someone] would kill me if I 
opened my mouth,” Ordonez 
recalled. 

Ordonez resigned from the 
post and was transferred within 
a week to a new job as Chief of 
Preliminary Investigations in 
Birardot, Colombia. 

Shortly after he assumed the 
post, Ordonez discovered the 
office was corrupt and reopened 
an investigation into the murder 
of 40 people in the region. That 
investigation led to the discov¬ 
ery of previously undiscovered 
bodies of victims and other evi¬ 
dence of national police 
involvement in “social cleans¬ 
ing” death squads formed to rid 
the area of people deemed 
socially unacceptable. 

He also learned that several 
investigators assigned to his

Wrongful Classification 
of Queer Yeuth Questioned 

Primary Obstacle: Mental Health Professionals' Homophobia

A mong the principal targets of America’s gigantic 
adolescent psychiatric industry are the lesbian 
and gay youth who are wrongfully classed as 
mentally disturbed, and who are often placed in 
abusive homes or institutions as a result: so says Shannon 
Minter, staff attorney and youth project coordinator with 
the National Center for Lesbian Rights, which is current¬ 
ly leading the national fight to correct the situation. 

“Absolutely, thousands more young people are institu¬ 
tionalized in some kind of mental health care setting now 
than ever before,” Minter told the B.A.R. in an interview 
earlier this week. While there are no official statistics on 
the number of lesbian and gay youth in the system, she 
said “it’s pretty clear they are over-represented.” Minter 
described the adolescent psychiatric industry as “huge 
and profitable,” and warned, ‘There are very few mean¬ 
ingful legal protections for young people.” 

The National Center for Lesbian Rights hopes to give 
the issue some visibility. Until now, Minter said, it has 
been “a really invisible issue, similar to other issues like 
adolescent homelessness, which hasn’t been acknowl¬ 
edged or dealt with. 

“It’s hard enough to be an adolescent - difficult to 
negotiate your sexual identify and arrive at self-accep¬ 
tance in the face of overwhelming hostility, and on top of 
that being told that you are emotionally disturbed and 
who you are is not acceptable - that is tremendously 
emotionally damaging.” It is also, she added, an impor¬ 
tant factor in youth suicides. 

“One very concrete thing we’re doing is an ongoing 
letter writing campaign to the American Psychiatric 
Association,” Minter told the B.A.R. ‘They are still the 
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NCLR's Shannon Minter: "There are very few 
meaningful legal protections for young people." 


most powerful mental health organization, and they pub¬ 
lish the Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Disorders 
(DSMD), considered the authoritative guidebook to men¬ 


tal illness.” That book catalogues many psychiatric labels 
that can be used to ’’pathologize” lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender youth, she said, but the most common is 
“gender identity disorder.” 

Minter and the NCLR want to make it very clear to all 
mental health professionals that it is unethical and illegal 
to try to change a young person’s sexual orientation or 
gender identity. Adolescents find themselves in a period 
of intense confusion and doubt, and sometimes self- 
hatred is a typical part of the coming out process, Minter 
said, and the way they are being treated by mental health 
professionals is damaging. 

“No,” she amended, “‘damaging’ is not a strong 
enough word: it is inhumane.” 

Homophobia among mental health professionals is 
seen as the primary obstacle to lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender youth accessing and receiving competent 
mental health care. 

California NOW (National Organization for Women) 
recently passed a resolution committing that organization 
to work with NCLR to get gender identity disorder 
removed from the DSMD, Minter said. 

Even more recently, the subject appeared as an agen¬ 
da item for the March 21 meeting of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission’s Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Advisory Committee. Unfortunately, the 
item got bumped from the agenda when Minter had to fly 
to the East Coast on other pressing matters. 

HRC Commissioner Larry Brinkin said the matter 
will be on the agenda for the Tuesday, April 18 meeting 
of the committee. That meeting, which starts at 5:30 
p.m., is open to the public and will be on the HRC 
offices, located on eighth floor at 25 Van Ness near 
Market. ▼

office were extorting homo¬ 
sexuals, and were also taking 
bribes to keep their hands off 
criminals who were wanted 
for arrest under judicial war¬ 
rants. 

Ordonez investigated the 
corruption and was present 
when one high-ranking mem¬ 
ber of his office accepted a 
bribe from a gay man in 
exchange for non-harassment. 
The man had been paying 
about $200 a month to the 
investigator, whom Ordonez 
ordered to be placed under 
arrest. 

Ordonez and others who 
accompanied the official to 
jail after his arrest soon dis¬ 
covered they were going to 
have a hard time leaving, 
because the building had been 
surrounded by other officers 
who wanted their associate 
released; Ordonez eventually 
had to call the military to 
escort them out. 

“God, that was scary,” he 
said. 

Although he did manage 
to escape to safety with an 
escort of armed forces per¬ 
sonnel, Ordonez was beaten 
severely shortly after the inci¬ 
dent - and, fearing for his life, 
resigned the post. 

Just as he tried to flee the 
country for the United States, 
Ordonez, then a closeted 
homosexual, learned his 
bodyguard - who was also 
secretly his lover - had been 
arrested on trumped-up 
charges of murder and extor¬ 
tion. 

After the trial in which the 
man was exonerated, 
Ordonez left the country in 


1991, knowing that he was 
marked for death. 

After a brief stint in 
Connecticut, Ordonez eventu¬ 
ally landed in the District of 
Columbia area and worked as 
a social worker at a Catholic 
church and a refugee agency. 
He came out as an openly gay 
man in 1992. 

In 1994 Ordonez returned 
to Colombia to investigate the 
human rights situation and 
document the activities of the 
death squads. 

According to Ordonez’s 
report, the Colombian gov¬ 
ernment has allowed the 
squads to operate with 
impunity since 1983. Some 
are funded by merchants, 
including gay bar owners, 
and some have links to state 
intelligence services; all are 
dedicated to the eradication 
of so-called “undesirable” 
cultural or social groups such 
as homeless people, lesbians 
and gays, and indigenous 
people. 

Only a few of the cases 
ever make it through prelimi¬ 
nary investigations with 
enough evidence for arrests. 

“Out of 100, maybe 20 
cases go. Of those, 14 expire 
because of the statute of limi¬ 
tations, and that leaves six,” 
Ordonez said. 

“Only three of those cases 
will lead to conviction and 
jail,” he said. 

Ordonez’s report is cur¬ 
rently being translated into 
English, and will be available 
in June from IGLHRC. T

New HIV Poster Campaign Targets SF Substance Abusers

Four San Francisco social ser¬ 
vice agencies have launched a 
unique outreach effort to reduce 
substance abusers’ high HIV risk 
by giving them messages 
designed to raise their self¬ 
esteem. 

The IRIS Center For Women, 
the Haight Ashbury Free Clinic, 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, and the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center are col¬ 
laborating on the 20-week cam¬ 
paign that targets homeless, 
transgenders, and minority gay 
men and lesbians and teenagers. 

“Our aim is to affirm injection 
users’ belief in themselves, and 
to demonstrably value their 
worth as a person capable of 
changing their behavior,’’ said 
MacArthur Flournoy, SFAF 
Harm Reduction Coordinator. 

Flournoy says that by raising 
the self-esteem of the target 
group the campaign will have an 
impact on their behavior and 
reduce their risk for AIDS 
through unsafe needle use or 
unsafe sex. 

“As a former substance abuser 
and someone living with HIV, I 
know from personal experience 
that heightened self worth gives 
life,’’ Flournoy told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “For me that’s the bot¬ 
tom line.’’ 

Phase II of the effort will out¬ 
line options and alternatives to 
substance abuse for two months; 
phase III will be a six-week cam¬ 
paign that reinforces the integra¬ 
tion of self worth with improved 


self care, Flournoy said. 

The collaborative effort comes 
on the heels of a report last year 
by the Mayor’s Joint Task Force 
on the HIV Epidemic, which 
called for “culturally and linguis¬ 
tically appropriate’’ HIV preven¬ 
tion and education efforts that are 
both community- and peer-based, 
and focus on personal needs and 
issues. 

The $31,000 campaign is part 
of a larger nine-agency $1.3 mil¬ 
lion coordinated AIDS 
Prevention Collaboration funded 
since last April by the federal 
Centers For Disease Control. 

The media outreach campaign 
developed by the Tenderloin 
AIDS Resource Center for the 
Tenderloin area specifically tar¬ 
gets transgender African- 
Americans, according to TARC 
spokeswoman Pippa Fleming. 

“A lot of planning went into 
the campaign,” she said. “I think 
it’s going to be very effective for 
a lot of reasons.” 

Fleming said that the effort to 
target African-American trans- 
gendered people, women with 
children, and other culturally- 
specific groups reflects the reali¬ 
ty of the epidemic in neighbor¬ 
hoods like the Tenderloin. 

TARC itself is the result of a 
mid-1980s collaboration 

between Tenderloin community 
activists, AIDS outreach work¬ 
ers, and neighborhood leaders 
who waged a successful battle 
with the San Francisco 
Department of Health to provide 
outreach services to the AIDS- 
ravaged neighborhood. T

Roseanne Causes Stir At GLAAD Media Awards 


Nearly Half a Million Bucks Raised by Evening's End

The most dramatic moment 
at the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation Media 
Awards March 12 happened off¬ 
stage, in the kitchen of the 
Century Plaza Hotel. Roseanne 
- now of the single name - was 
being escorted through the back 
exit after accepting her award 
for Outstanding Comedy Series 
and “sticking up for” her friend 
and co-star Sandra Bernhard in 
an odd acceptance speech. 
Suddenly, from just beyond a 
dozen white-coated kitchen staff 
lined up to serve the 1,200 
guests, Bernhard called out and 
lumbered up to her pal for a hug, 
mascara streaming down her 
cheeks. 

“You heard?” Roseanne 
cracked; Bernhard was silent 
and obviously shaken by 
Roseanne’s speech. 

Meanwhile, back in the ball¬ 
room, many in attendance were 
also somewhat shaken. As 
Margaret Cho introduced the 
cast of My So-Called Life, win¬ 
ner of Outstanding Television 
Drama Series, people continued 
to whisper and wonder about 
Roseanne’s remarks about open¬ 
ly lesbian actress Amanda 
Bearse - and, in fact, they con¬ 
tinued to wonder for the rest of 
the night. 

Either Roseanne had bungled 
the Married ... with Children 
actress’s name, or else she pub¬ 
licly slammed Bearse, who may 
have appeared less often on her 
own show in 1994 than at les¬ 
bian, gay, and AIDS benefits - 
and no one seemed certain 
which it was. 


There had been no hint the 
controversy was coming: 
Roseanne had received a stand¬ 
ing ovation as she made her way 
to the stage, and began by 
speaking about growing up with 
a gay brother and lesbian sister, 
of whom she says she is proud 
(although they don’t speak 
now). She also drew laughter 
when she described meeting 
“brave” Candace Gingrich, the 
lesbian half-sister of the power¬ 
ful Republican Speaker of the 
House. 

“Where there’s one gay sib¬ 
ling, it’s very likely there’s 
another,” Roseanne told 
Candace and the crowd, based 
on her experience. “Newt’s in 
the closet with Rush Limbaugh 
- you just know they are. 

“Your brother is so fucked 
up, man.” 

And, she said, although she 
felt “very honored” to receive 
the award, it was “sad” that they 
had to be given: gay people 
should be shown “as human 
beings, as part of the human 
race. I’m glad to be on the right 
side of something.” 

“Wake up, bitch!” 

Then, possibly in response to 
an earlier scripted joke (deliv¬ 
ered by Steven Weber, star of 
the newly-wrapped film version 
of Jeffrey) about Bernhard’s 
less-than-forthcoming, less- 
than-definitive sexual orienta¬ 
tion stance, Roseanne said she 
was “honored” to have her 
award presented by Bernhard. 
“For all the jokes,” she said, “the 
real truth is that she is the first 
performer to be exactly who she 
is and not hide.”

She then asked who is 
“Amanda Bearsely or whatever 
her name is” from Married ... 
with Children (a show she has 
publicly praised in the past), 
who says she is the first openly 
lesbian working actress on tele¬ 
vision. 

“Wake up, bitch! There’s 
Sandra. ... So she didn’t walk 
the party line,” Roseanne said, 
adding that she’s proud of 
Bernhard as “a woman, a Jewish 
woman, and sexual being.” 
Noting that she might be ruf¬ 
fling some feathers, Roseanne 
said she was “just sticking up 
for my friend.” 

While Bernhard has often 
been a favorite among some gay 
men amused by her “bitchy” act, 
the actress created a furor dur¬ 
ing her Stonewall 25 show in 
New York City when she said 
lesbians were “ugly, fat, stupid, 
and unfashionable.” Lesbian 
Avenger and longtime AIDS 
activist Ann Northrop 
denounced Bernhard from the 
stage in Central Park; presum¬ 
ably it is that “party line” back¬ 
lash to which Roseanne was 
referring. 

Ironically - although 
Roseanne may be unaware of it 
- Bernhard and Bearse were in a 
relationship for more than two 
years early in their acting 
careers. After the Stonewall 
show Bearse stopped talking 
about Bernhard, although she 
had never bad-mouthed her 
“ex,” and in fact suggested that 
Bernhard’s rudeness was “just 
an act.” On the other hand, 
Bernhard has publicly denied 
having a relationship with 
Bearse, telling a morning show 
recently that Bearse “doesn’t 
know what she’s talking about.” 
Backstage at the Plaza a polite 
and still tearful Bernhard didn’t 
want to talk any further with the 
B.A.R. about her difficulty with 
lesbians. 

“Love is nil” 

If there was one person who 
could shift the focus away from 
the dyke-o-drama and re-intro- 
duce poignancy - and why it is 
necessary to give out GLAAD 
awards in the first place - it was 
young, gifted, and openly gay 
Latino actor Wilson Cruz from 
My So-Called Life. Cruz dedi¬ 
cated the show’s award to “the 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
teenagers that take their lives 
every year” because they have 
no role models. 

“We live in a country where 
blatant discrimination is prac¬ 
ticed and love is ... nil,” Cruz 
said. “It is our responsibil¬ 


ity to fight for them.” The 19- 
year-old promised the silent 
audience he would continue to 
stand up for the teenagers of 
today, to make sure there are 
rights for gay teens tomorrow. 
After his speech he was 
wrapped in hugs by his fellow 
cast members and producer 
Alan Poul. 

Paul Winfield then took the 
stage and talked about how 
much he and his friends loved 
Armistead Maupin’s original 
newspaper serial Tales of the 
City, which was later made into 
the most successful series on the 
Public Broadcast System, also 
produced by Poul. 

Tales was honored as 
Outstanding Television Mini- 
Series. According to Maupin, a 
report issued by the right wing 
watch group People for the 
American Way calculated that 
Tales was the most-attacked 
show the entire year. 

“It may be because a few 
joints where smoked - okay, 
maybe more than a few - or 
some boobs were shown,” 
Maupin said. “But I think it was 
because the presentation of 
homosexuality was completely 
and utterly matter-of-fact. That 
was what was so frightening.” 

He then observed that the 
term “recruitment” is being used 
by the right wing again, as it had 
been 20 years ago when “Anita 
Bryant forced it on America. ... 
So little has changed.” He was 
glad that he and the show’s pro¬ 
ducers had not compromised 
their own principles in making 
Tales. 

Director David Lee and 
openly gay actor Dan Butler 
accepted the Outstanding 
Comedy Episode for the Frasier 
show in which Frasier’s new 
boss thinks Frasier is gay and 
comes on to him. Lee won a 
Director’s Guild Award for the 
same episode the previous night. 
He, too, quieted the room when 
he related that he had directed 
the show a week and a half after 
his lover’s death. 

The best thing about the 
episode for him, he said, was 
that it was a gay show where 
“nobody was sick. There was no 
hand-wringing and no judg¬ 
ment. 

“It was just funny,” he said, 
thanks in large part to openly 
gay writer Joe Keenan. 

At Newt’s expense 

Candace Gingrich received a 
standing ovation when she was 
introduced. “I feel kind of silly 
standing here,” she said. “You 
all have worked hard for what 


you’ve obtained - and I was just 
born into it.” She said she feels 
like “an accidental activist.” 
While that may be true, she is 
certainly not accidentally funny. 

She asked if everyone was 
having a good time, then said, 
“That’s good, because I bor¬ 
rowed my brother’s American 
Express card and told him I was 
going to take a few friends out 
to dinner.” 

She has yet to really talk with 
him after their much-publicized 
one minute photo-opportunity, 
she said. 

Gingrich is this year’s 
National Coming Out Day 
spokesperson for the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund. Being 
outspoken, she said, “is our con¬ 
tract with America.” 

She finished by presenting 
the Outstanding Print Media 
award to non-gay Robin 
Abcarian, whose column in the 
Los Angeles Times entitled 
“Whose Values Are These 
Anyway?” resulted in anony¬ 
mous hate mail with swastikas 
and notes calling her “Satan’s 
Little Whore.” 

At first she was “stunned,” 
Abcarian told the crowd. Now 
she said she considers the hate 
mail “a badge of honor. ... 
Which means I guess I’ll see 
you all in hell.” 

Actor John Lithgow, who 
portrayed a transsexual in The 
World According to Carp and 
more recently filmed a televi¬ 
sion movie about twin brothers, 
one of whom is gay, introduced 
Grammy-winning singer 
Melissa Etheridge - who in turn 
introduced this year’s Vanguard 
Award winner, given to a mem¬ 
ber of the entertainment com¬ 
munity whose personal contri¬ 
bution to lesbian and gay equal 
rights has made a significant 
difference. This year’s winner is 
Steve Tisch. 

Around Hollywood Tisch is 
most identified as one of the 
producers of the hit Forrest 
Gump, as well as the thought- 
provoking Burning Bed and 
star-making Risky Business. But 
in the gay and AIDS community 
he is known as a “hetero hero” 
for his strong and very visible 
leadership as chair of AIDS 
Project Los Angeles. He will be 
producing the story of Rebekka 
Armstrong, the newly out, for¬ 
mer Playboy centerfold lesbian 
with AIDS. The Steve Tisch 
Foundation also completed the 
funding for Vito Russo’s The 
Celluloid Closet. 

Forrest Gump, Tisch said, is 
not a liberal or conservative film 
- and “Forrest is not Rush or 
William F. Buckley’s poster 
boy.” Rather, he said, the film is 
about “humanity, respect, digni¬ 
ty, and most important, uncondi¬ 
tional love ... very similar to the 
struggle for lesbian and gay civil 
rights” that fundamentally 
“remains a simple human issue.” 

In a touching moment Tisch 
described how after he and his 
young daughter had lunch with 
a gay friend she pondered why 
anyone would be so “terrible 
and mean” to him. He said he 
was proud, that her sentiment 
was a “true indication of real 
family values.” He called AIDS 
a “battle of epic proportions” 
and vowed to continue to fight. 
“Discrimination and defamation 
is simply not okay and our work 
is not over until we know that.”

What’s at Stake for Gays In Tuesday’s L.A. Elections?

LOS ANGELES - It may come as a surprise to 
people living outside the Los Angeles area, but 
some important regional elections will be held in 
Southern California this Tuesday, April 11. 
Perhaps the most important race for the lesbian 
and gay community is the re-election bid by open¬ 
ly gay Jeff Horton, creator 
of the Gay and Lesbian 
Education Commission, to 
the Los Angeles Board of 
Education. 

If Horton were to lose 
it would be a setback to les¬ 
bian, gay, sexually con¬ 
fused, and sexually active 
students, since both of his 
opponents are radical right 
candidates - Linda Jones, 
an African-American, is 
supported by Pat Robert¬ 
son’s Christian Coalition, 
while Peter Ford is backed 
by Lou Sheldon’s Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition, according to the right wing 
watch group People for the American Way. 

Horton has been active in a variety of school 
board activities, including the LEARN (Los 
Angeles Educational Alliance for Restructuring 
Now) project, but he has become the prime target 
for the radical right this election because of his 
strong advocacy for gay students’ rights. Project 
10, and the EA(3LE Center (which held its first gay 
prom to the delight of many last year); his support 
for the hard-won AIDS education program, includ¬ 
ing condom distribution; and his no-holds-barred 
confrontation with radical right figures like 
Sheldon. 

Horton is strongly supported by lesbian city 
councilmember Jackie Goldberg - along with most 
of the gay community. 

There’s a Ford to your Right 



Ford claims not to be “an agent of the radical 
right,” but his support from Sheldon would indi¬ 
cate he is, in effect, a “stealth candidate.” 
According to Horton consultant Parke Skelton, 
Ford is spending a lot of his own money to send 
out mailers, which Skelton characterizes as “pretty 
mean” and “straight gay-baiting.” 

Ford, son of actor Glenn Ford and Eleanor 
Powell, says he is “not homophobic” and believes 
sexual orientation is “a matter of privacy and per¬ 
sonal choice.” But inside his huge first mailer he 
compares his “Family Values” with Horton’s and 
writes, “I’m not an elitist, but I do support the 
strong family values which made this nation great. 
Those values should continue to be the model to 
which we should all aspire.” 

If Horton loses, the radical right is expected to 
gloat in future fundraising mailers about unseating 
an open gay in an urban area. But if one point was 
made by the November elections it’s that a small 
but dedicated voter turnout can shape the face of 
things for a long time to come. 

David Kessler Goes to College 

This April 11 also affords an opportunity to 
elect an openly gay man to the Los Angeles 
Community College Board of Trustees. Many 
know David Kessler as the co-founder of Project 
Angel Food - similar to Project Open Hand - but 
he is also an educator, a professional nurse, and the 
successful businessman who created Progressive 
Nursing to provide in-home care to people with 
AIDS, among others. He is not, of course, the 
David Kessler who runs the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Kessler is endorsed by Wally Knox, who left 
that seat to run for - and win - the 42nd District 
state Assembly seat. Kessler is also uniquely 
qualified, since he is a product of the community 
college system. T

• The Tenth Council District contest is between longtime 
incumbent Nate Holden, who once proposed mandatory HIV 
testing for all food handlers and restaurant workers in the city, 
against Yale Law School graduate and Rhodes scholar Stan 
Sanders. 

• Very pro-gay Second District Councilmember Joel Wachs 
is facing unexpected opposition from a part-time fundamentalist 
preacher, Wayne Clary, who is going door-to-door in Wachs's 
ultra-conservative district. 

• Fourth District Councilmember John Ferraro is facing 
Hancock Park resident Linda Lockwood, who vociferously 
fought a Hollywood needle-exchange program. 

• Barbara Yaroslavsky and Roberta Weintraub are 

expected to split the women's vote in the Fifth Council District; 
political newcomer Mike Feuer could upset what was seen as a 
two-person rurvoff. 

Weintraub is best known to the gay community for her coura¬ 
geous vote on an AIDS education program that included condom 
distribution when she was on the LA. Unified School Board of 
Education. Although she had co-sponsored the program, her dis¬ 
trict was-redrawn to include a more conservative constituency 
before the final vote was taken. She received threatening phone 
calls at home, including a death threat, and her tires were flat¬ 
tened, but she still voted "yes.” Despite her occasionally conserv¬ 
ative leanings she has won the firm endorsement of city coun¬ 
cilmember and staunch progressive Jackie Goldberg, plus Jeff 
Horton of the school board and Assemblymember Shelia Kuehl. 

Yaroslavsky has appeared at several gay functions and has the 
support of many ANGLE (Access Now for Gay £r Lesbian Equality) 
members. She has raised a lot of money and has considerable 
name recognition thanks to her husband Zev who, as a City 
Councilmember for almost 20 years, has a long pro-gay history. 
Feuer, with a history of providing legal services to the poor, elder¬ 
ly, and disabled, garnered an LA Times endorsement. He has no 
real public history with the gay community and is targeting pro¬ 
gressive women and conservative male voters in the San 
Fernando Valley. 

A fourth candidate - Jeff Brain, a Sherman Oaks real estate 
agent - is not expected to make the run-off. Handing the pro¬ 
gressive LA Weekly his endorsement by the Christian Coalition, 
Brain told the publication he expected to win because he's “the 
only Christian in the race." T 


Yeager Plans 
Poll for S.J. Race

South Bay resident Ken 
Yeager, seeking to become the 
first openly gay male elected to 
the California Assembly, will 
launch his 1996 campaign by 
commissioning a poll from the 
firm of Evans/McDonough 
about 23rd Assembly District 
residents’ opinions of likely 
candidates and issues of impor¬ 
tance. 

Yeager knows that polling 
can be expensive - he expects to 
spend $9,000 to carry it out - 
but he also knows that the 
national Gay and Lesbian 
Victory Fund will not come 
through with a grant unless he 
can demonstrate through poll 
results that he has strong possi¬ 
bilities as a contender. He is 
counting on his professional 
background and community 
involvement (as president of the 
Evergreen College District 
Board of Trustees, co-founder 
of the Bay Area Municipal 
Elections Committee, and press 
secretary to Congressman Don 
Edwards), plus his pledge to 
meet the district’s two greatest 
needs - improved education and 
better economic development - 
to register favorably with the 
residents. 

Yeager, who holds a Ph. D. in 
political science from Stanford 
and a San Jose State professor¬ 
ship in that field, has already 
received de facto citations of 
political viability within the 
“Insider” column of the San 
Jose Mercury News and in Mark 
Simon’s column in the S.F. 
Chronicle. 


On his plans as a gay repre¬ 
sentative in Sacramento, Yeager 
told the Bay Area Reporter he 
wants to join openly lesbian leg¬ 
islator “Sheila Kuehl at the table 
in Sacramento, where I would 
be a strong leader on gay and 
lesbian issues. 

“I want to take the lead on 
our issues,” he said, “instead of 
waiting for our friends in 
Sacramento to act.” 

Yeager’s expected opponents 
for the Democratic nomination 
include Mike Honda, who will 
get some help from his mentor, 
U.S. Representative Norman 
Minetta; former city council 
candidate Pete Carrillo; and 
David Cortese, the son of Dom 
Cortese, the incumbent of the 
23rd District now being forced 
out by the term limits law. 
Racial identification could be a 
heavy factor in the strongly 
Hispanic district of central and 
eastern San Jose. 

Yeager is confident the sup¬ 
port of state senator Dan 
McCorquodale, school superin¬ 
tendent Larry Aceves, and 
savvy veteran South Bay politi¬ 
cos Wiggsy Sivertsen, Paul 
Wysocki, and John Laird will 
bolster his candidacy. 

He wants to get the poll 
underway as soon as his 
fundraising has drawn enough 
money to guarantee a complete 
job. T

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A Conversation with Dr. Mike McCune: 

The Man Who Built a Better Mouse

Sometimes truth is stranger 
than fiction. Eight years ago, 
Mike McCune, M.D., Ph.D., 
then a postdoctoral fellow in 
immunology at Stanford, was 
searching for an animal model 
to study HIV infection. He 
turned the world of AIDS 
research on its ear when he suc¬ 
cessfully transplanted compo¬ 
nents of the human immune sys¬ 
tem into mice. The mice he used 
were not ordinary mice; they 
were SCID mice (for Severe 
Combined ImmunoDeficiency). 
They lacked both T cells and 
antibody-producing B cells, and 
were highly susceptible to 
opportunistic infections like 
Pneumocystis carinii - a 
pathogen all too familiar to 
AIDS patients. After compo¬ 
nents of the human immune sys¬ 
tem were surgically engrafted 


into the SCID mice, they with¬ 
stood infection by P carinii. 
They called the mouse with the 
immune system of a human 
Mouse Man, or SCID-hu (for 
human). 

The SCID-hu mouse repre¬ 
sents a boon for studying the 
means by which HIV destroys 
the human immune system, 
without actually infecting 
humans. It also represents a con¬ 
venient means of testing new or 
experimental drugs against HIV 
infection for effectiveness - to 
weed out ineffective compounds 
and bring promising new leads 
to the clinic quickly. 

This spring, Mike McCune 
will be leaving the corporate 
environs of Systemix, in Palo 
Alto, and plans to join the staff 
of the Gladstone Institute of 
Immunology at SFGH and the 
faculty at UCSF. 

In the first of a series of inter¬ 


views with prominent 
researchers and clinicians 
who’ve made pivotal contribu¬ 
tions in the war against AIDS, 
the Bay Area Reporter talked 
with McCune about the SCID- 
hu mouse, its implications in 
AIDS research, and his current 
and future research plans. 

B.A.R.: How did you dream 
up the idea of engrafting 
human immune organs into 
immunodeficient mice? 

Dr. McCune: As a postdoc¬ 
toral fellow in immunology at 
Stanford in 1986-1987, a num¬ 
ber of us were working on how 
HIV causes disease. I, in partic¬ 
ular, was working on placing 
mutations into the HIV genome 
to try to understand which part 
of the HIV genome, when 
mutated, would cause the HIV 
virus “to be dead.” In so doing, 
we can understand which part of 
the virus is indispensable to 
viral growth. 

But, in fact, it’s very difficult 
to embark upon clinical studies 
in humans with a hypothesis 
about how the virus causes a 
disease if you’re only doing 
studies in tissue culture or in test 
tubes. It’s very difficult, even if 
you have a very good hypothe¬ 
sis, to put a drug in humans and 
gather data in a meaningful way. 
This implied that it would be 
very good to have* an animal 
model in which to study drugs. 
You can’t study primates very 
effectively because there are 
very few of them and they’re 
very large. 

So I constructed a wish list of 
criteria for animals to use: I 
decided that the animal must be 
small and used specifically for 
animals studies. Traditionally 
mice and rodents have been 
used for such studies. Second 
criteria: I wanted to study HIV 
rather than some virus like HIV, 
such as simian immunodeficien¬ 
cy virus or feline immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus; I wasn’t really 
interested in studying immunod¬ 
eficiency viruses that cause dis¬ 
ease in monkeys or cats 

There are several methods 
for putting cells into the mouse. 
You can take cells from your 
arm, peripheral blood cells, and 
put them into the mouse; but if 
you do that you are not provid¬ 
ing to the mouse the organ struc¬ 
tures in which the peripheral 
blood cells normally reside. We 
wanted to provide not just 
human cells, but a continuous 
source of human cells which 
would be physiologically nor¬ 
mal as much as possible. The 
only way to do that is to provide 
the organ systems. 

Could you describe, in sim¬ 
ple terms, how you went about 
transplanting the human 
immune organs? 

What we’ve tried to do is to 
replicate the human blood form¬ 
ing system, the hematopoietic 
system, inside a mouse. The 
way this is done is to take fetal 
human organs, in which human 
blood forming cells live and dif¬ 
ferentiate, and surgically engraft 
then under the kidneys of a 
mouse which itself is immunod¬ 
eficient. The mouse cannot 
reject the organs that have been 
transplanted because it is 
immunodeficient. Among the 
human organs we transplant are 
bone marrow, fetal liver, thy¬ 
mus, and organs of the peripher¬ 
al lymphoid system - lymph 


nodes, spleen, and tissues of the 
mucosal system. Human fetal 
tissue is used in order to avoid 
graft versus host disease, a con¬ 
dition where immune cells in 
the transplanted organs mount 
an immune response against the 
organs, 
tissues, 
and cells 
of the

ference between self and not 
self in the thymus. The human T 
cells will be taught to recognize 
the mouse cells as self 

When we implanted these 
human organs into the immunod¬ 
eficient SCID mouse, we found 
that they were resistant to the 
acquisition of Pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia. The inference 
from that is that they’ve been pro¬ 
vided with some defensive mech¬ 
anism by virtue of the fact that 
they were transplanted with 
human blood forming organs. 

What scientific criteria do 
you use to establish that HIV 
infection in SCID-hu mice par¬ 
allels what occurs in humans? 

We validated the mouse 
model using several criteria 
including viral replication, inhi¬ 
bition by drugs, and observation 
of pathogenic effects. First we 
asked a question about dose 
response and time course: when 
we inoculated with higher titers 
of virus, infection occurred 
more quickly; if we waited 
longer, signs of infection 
became more progressive. 
That’s a simple kinetic equation. 

One important observation 
that speaks to the relevance of 
the SCID-hu mouse to human 
HIV infection is that the SCID- 
hu mouse is almost exclusively 
infected by primary isolates of 
HIV taken directly from infect¬ 
ed patients. Tissue culture 
adapted viruses - popular labo¬ 
ratory tools because they grow 
well in the test tube - are known 
to lose important genetic regula¬ 
tory functions of HIV during 
successive laboratory genera¬ 
tions. Tissue culture-adapted 
viruses are rather different than 
the viral strains encountered by 
humans, and are not particularly 
effective in infecting the mice. 

What about disease symp¬ 
toms? 

First, let me emphasize that 
we are interested not so much at 
looking at the late stages of the 
disease involving full-blown 
symptoms, but rather what hap¬ 
pens to the immune system 
before it is completely 
destroyed. 

People often ask if the mice 
develop symptoms like 
Pneumocystis carinii, neurolog¬ 
ical disease, or wasting syn¬ 
drome. We didn’t look for 
symptoms, nor did we expect to 
find them. We keep the animals 
in a biological safety level 3 
(BL3) facility that has filtered 
air, so they are unlikely to be co¬ 
infected by another pathogen. 
It’s sort of like the environment 
that David - the “bubble boy” 


who had SCID, lived in for 
about nine years back in Texas. 

What kind of experiments 
have you done to describe dis¬ 
ease progression? 

McCune: One important 
question that we addressed with 
the SCID-hu mouse involves the 
role of syncitium-forming (SI) 
viruses in disease progression. 
SI viruses have long been sus¬ 
pected of accelerating AIDS dis¬ 
ease progression as compared to 
non-syncitium (NSl) viral 
strains. This research was done 
in collaboration with David 
Ho’s group at Aaron Diamond 
Research Institute in New York 
and will soon be published in 
the scientific magazine. 
Immunity. 

Ho’s group isolated HIV 
viruses from two patients early 
in the course of the disease, and 
again late in the course of the 
disease. His group found that 
viruses isolated early in the dis¬ 
ease were NS I, and those found 
late in the disease were SI - as 
did everyone else. That in itself 
did not offer conclusive proof of 
a cause-and-effect relation 
between SI and disease progres¬ 
sion. 

What we did was take the 
paired viruses, SI and NSI, from 
individual patients and infected 
the SCID-hu mice. We found 
that the early isolates, the NSI, 
were much less pathogenic than 
the SI isolates were. This is 
actually the first demonstration 
that the SI variant is associated 
with disease progression rather 
than just being a spin-off of it. It 
demonstrates the relevance of 
the mouse model to what is 
found in humans. 

Is it realistic to expect that 
drug tests in mice will substi¬ 
tute for human clinical trials? 
What yardsticks and criteria 
prove that drug trials in mice 
are a legitimate barometer of 
what occurs in humans? 

The second question I can 
answer first. So far we’ve tested 
every drug on HIV that has been 
approved for use in humans. We 
found pretty good correlation: 
the ones that are effective in 
humans also work well in mice 
and the ones that don’t work 
well in humans don’t work well 
in mice. 

Did you test just reverse 
transcriptase inhibitors or did 
you test other drugs like pro¬ 
tease inhibitors? 

We’ve had a contract testing 
activity set up for about two 
years; they were really develop¬ 
mental stage compounds of 
unknown identity because they 
were kept coded. The predomi¬ 
nant class of drugs that has gone 
into the clinic has been the 
nucleoside analogs, but we’ve 
also looked at the protease 
inhibitors and recombinant solu¬ 
ble CD4. In many cases we 
don’t yet know if all of these 
drugs will have any clinical ben¬ 
efit - it’s an emerging stoiy. 
AZT and ddl both work quite 
well in humans to reduce viral 
replication and both work quite 
well in SCID-hu. ddl, it turns 
out, does not work that well in 
tissue culture. 

What about drug resis¬ 
tance? 

That’s one of the key ques-

Researchers Say Two Children Have Shed HIV

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
child found to be infected with 
HIV shortly after birth has since 
cleared of any signs of the virus, 
and at five years old is healthy, 
scientists announced 

Wednesday, March 29. 

The case represents the first 
well documented instance of a 
patient who clearly had HIV 
that subsequently became unde¬ 
tectable, the National Institutes 
of Health said. Since 
researchers from the University 
of California at Los Angeles 
reported this case to the New 
England Journal of Medicine - 
which will publish the study in 
its Thursday editions - they 
believe they have found a sec¬ 
ond child in whom the viral 
signs also have disappeared. 

UCLA researchers were so 
surprised that evidence of the 
first child’s viral infection dis¬ 
appeared that they repeated all 
their tests to make sure that it 
was not a laboratory mistake or 
human error. 

“We were as amazed as any¬ 
one else that the baby returned 
to normal,’’ Dr. Yvonne Bryson, 
the study’s principal investiga¬ 
tor, told United Press 
International. 

In previous cases, when 
researchers thought the virus 
had cleared, it became 
detectable again by 30 months, 
or the virus’ disappearance and 
reappearance was later attrib¬ 
uted to laboratory error. In this 


case, however, the child has 
remained clear of any sign of 
HIV for more than 48 months, 
and researchers said they are 
certain they have eliminated any 
chance of laboratory error. 

Bryson and her colleagues 
re-examined all the evidence in 
the case. “I had saved all the tis¬ 
sue cultures, and the virus, all 
the cells, so we could redo all 
the tests,” Bryson said. 

The researchers first double- 
checked the DNA to make sure 
they had tested the virus in the 
child. They then double- 
checked to make sure that the 
virus in the baby matched that 
of the mother. Then they cul¬ 
tured earlier cells to make sure 
they matched the baby. The tests 
proved conclusively that in this 
case, the HIV infection had 
appeared - and then vanished. 
Dr. Bryson said. 

The UCLA researcher then 
began going back over their data 
for the other 170 mother/infant 
pairs being studied. “We found 
what we believe is a second 
child who fits the same criteria,” 
Dr. Bryson said. “We haven’t 
done all the tests yet, but we 
believe that this 4 1/2 year old 
girl fits the same pattern as the 
boy in this paper.” 

She said that other 
researchers are reviewing their 
notes about similar cases which 
were ignored because they sus¬ 
pected technical errors. “I think 
more of these cases which we 
reported today will pop up.” 

The story of the child 


described in the New England 
Journal began when he was 
born after an uncomplicated 
delivery to a woman who was 
infected with HIV but showed 
no symptoms of AIDS. The 
boy’s umbilical cord blood was 
negative for HIV infection at 
birth, but when tested 19 days 
later, the child’s blood was 


found to be positive for HIV in 
two different tests. 

Two weeks later - at day 33 - 
the child was again tested, and 
was again found to be positive 
for HIV. Nearly two months 
after birth - at 51 days - doctors 
were able to culture HIV virus 
from the blood of the child. 

At three months, all the tests 


results were negative for HIV. 
The ELISA test, which looks for 
antibodies to HIV and indicates 
that the child was exposed at 
one point to the virus, was not 
performed at this juncture - 
three previous tests were posi¬ 
tive. An ELISA test was per¬ 
formed at ten months, and 
showed a weakening antibody 
response. 

At 12 months all tests - 
including the ELISA - were 
negative. And all subsequent 
tests have proved negative. The 
boy has shown no symptoms of 
the infection and has had normal 
neurological functions. He is 
now attending kindergarten. The 
mother has remained positive 
for HIV infection. 

In an accompanying editori¬ 
al, Drs. Kenneth McIntosh and 
Sandra K. Burchett of 
Children’s Hospital in Boston 
wrote, “It is encouraging that 
the virus can apparently be 
cleared from small infants. 

“These encouraging implica¬ 
tions may also apply to the 
development of vaccines to pre¬ 
vent other types of transmis¬ 
sion.” 

Dr. Irvin S.Y. Chen, director 
of the UCLA AIDS Institute and 
a coauthor of the study, said, 
“Our results demonstrate that 
the phenomenon of clearance of 
HIV can occur and may be 
underrecognized.” 

Bryson said the phenomenon 
with the boy could “give us 
clues to vaccine approaches for 
this disease.” T

Once again the ballroom was 
hushed as images of the 22- 
year-old danced on the giant 
screen, laughing alternately 
with his Real World co-stars and 
schoolkids during an HIV/AIDS 
education class. “Now I wonder 
more and more as I look around 
me: who’s going to pick up my 
torch?” he asked. 

Accepting Zamora’s award 
was his lover, Sean Sasser. 
“Pedro would have loved this,” 
he said. At the beginning of the 
evening GLAAD awards co¬ 
chair called for a moment of 
applause for the late author Paul 
Monette, who was a GLAAD 
Visibility honoree and Kolzak’s 
lover. GLAAD board member 
Michael Stuart Shere was also 
remembered by the guests. 

Actress Linda Hamilton, 
who will soon star as Rosemary 
Holms, a mother dying of 
AIDS, introduced Melissa 
Etheridge, winner of 
Outstanding Music Video for 
“I’m The Only One.” 

After a long standing ova¬ 
tion, Etheridge told the crowd 
that since she came out offi¬ 
cially about two years ago, 
“my life has opened up. My 
life’s amazing.” She thanked 
MTV and VHl for showing her 
videos “with scenes of many 
different people obviously into 
each other,” as well as her 
lover Julie Cypher and friends 
Curt Shepard and Alan 
Hergott.

vehicle that he identified as Windeler’s, parked 
legally in the garage; officers noted the car’s 
license number but did not find the men. 

Windeler explained the garage incident by say¬ 
ing, “My friend and I went to a movie at the 
Kabuki Eight,” located at the comer of Fillmore 
and Geary, and they parked in the public garage at 
the Fillmore Center. When he and his friend saw 
Carney, he said, Carney “just kept walking, and 
nothing was said. 

“The next thing I know. I’m served with a tem¬ 
porary restraining order.” 

Windeler was served with the temporary 


restraining order and various other legal docu¬ 
ments at the San Ramon Police Department on 
March 28. 

In a letter dated March 31, psychiatrist 
Thomas J. Brady, M.D., said that Carney showed 
symptoms of high anxiety, insomnia, and fears 
related to the stalking. “I have advised Mr. 
Carney to make himself safe, using all legal 
means to do so,” he wrote. “I have also advised 
him not to place himself in any dangerous situa¬ 
tions and specifically to stay out of harm’s way 
by temporarily moving to a safe living situation.” 
He prescribed anti-anxiety and sleep medica¬ 
tions. 

The hearing is scheduled for 9 a.m. Friday in 
Department One, Room 508, Superior Court, 
located at 633 Folsom Street.

A resolution sponsored by 
Supervisor Angela Alioto 
opposes the California Medical 
Association’s March 7 call for 
state legislation that would 
require healthcare providers to 
report the names of people with 
HIV infection to county health 
authorities. 

The CMA measure is also 
opposed by Health Department 
Director Dr. Sandra Hernandez 
and AIDS Office director Dr. 
Mitch Katz; the San Francisco 
Health Commission is expected 
to oppose the legislation in a 
formal vote on April 18. 

The measure is also opposed 
by AIDS activist groups such as 
Mobilization Against AIDS and 
ACT UP/Golden Gate. 

A CMA spokesman told the 
Bay Area Reporter the policy 
was adopted by the physicians’ 
lobby so that partners of people 
with HIV could be informed and 
encouraged to seek testing, and 
to develop a better understand¬ 
ing of the extent of HIV in 
California. The full body will 
vote on the lobby’s proposal this 
Monday, April 10. 

Health experts say that 
mandatory reporting will not 
significantly improve HIV part¬ 
ner notification, and point out 
that health departments will be 
able to inform only those part¬ 
ners who are disclosed by the 
person being tested. 

“We oppose it because we 
believe it will discourage indi¬ 
viduals from going for HIV test¬ 
ing,” Hernandez and Katz said

in a joint policy statement. “We 
oppose it because we believe it 
will also discourage HIV-infect¬ 
ed persons from getting medical 
care. 

“We believe that a more effi¬ 
cient method of informing part¬ 
ners of their risk is through edu¬ 
cational campaigns and accessi¬ 
ble confidential and anonymous 
HIV testing,” they said.

exchange programs, 
including the one in San 
Francisco, which outlaws 
yet funds needle exchange 
programs. 

“Government is ignor¬ 
ing its petty laws because 
the [HIV] situation is so 
out of control,” among 
needle-sharing addicts, 
Nick said. 

And there are other 
issues that a lawsuit would 
clear up, according to 
Simpich, one of which is 
that volunteers “have to be 
treated with respect: they 
are doing the work of the 
government.” 

Ricky Bluthenthal, one 
of the three plaintiffs who 
was recently acquitted on 
illegal distribution charges, 
echoed these sentiments. 
“Any support we can get 
helps, because the work is 
so draining on volunteers,” 
he said. “If you’re not into 
getting arrested, you have 
to get yourself fired up.” 

Shoring up government 
support is more important 
than ever, according to 
Simpich, because addition¬ 
al opposition to needle 
exchange could be on the 
way: a right wing organiza¬ 
tion called The Pacific 
Legal Foundation is head¬ 
ed towards the halls of the 
legislature in Sacramento 
to try to prevent spending 
public funds on needle 
exchange.

Genentech Relents on 

New Drug Trial After Activist Zap

The South San Francisco-based 
biotech firm Genentech stunned 
AIDS Clinical Trials Group 
researchers, the National Institutes 
of Health, and people with AIDS in 
January by reneging on an agree¬ 
ment to supply human Nerve 
Growth Factor (rhNGF) for a 
planned study of HIV-associated 
sensory neuropathy. The company 
simply withdrew from obligations 
to supply the drug, citing only cor¬ 
porate priorities and ignoring 
charges the move was cruel and 
unethical. 

On Wednesday, March 29 ACT 
UP Golden Gate received a letter 
from Genentech, reversing its earli¬ 
er decision and agreeing to supply 
the drug. 

In the meanwhile, activists and 
researchers had spent four months 
instituting a large national phone, 
letter, and fax zap. The culmination 
of their efforts was a rowdy demon¬ 
stration planned for April 19, exact¬ 
ly three weeks from the date the 
company finally gave in. 

A report of numbness 

Neuropathy is a disease of the 
nerves that causes severe pain in the 
hands and feet. Patients with this 
condition often report numbness 
and sensation loss similar to the 
feeling of wearing stockings or 
gloves constantly. HIV-associated 
neuropathies affect 30 percent of 
people with AIDS; many therapies 
for AIDS - such as ddl, D4T, and 
ddc - can cause or contribute to this 
malady. 

Currently, there is no known 
treatment that can protect damaged 
nerves associated with neuropathy 
- it may help to stop taking certain 
drugs, but damaged nerves take a 
very long time to heal. RhNGH, as 
the only existing treatment that may 
repair HIV-damaged nerves and/or 
reverse the nerve toxic effects of 
certain therapies, is important to 
PWAs because patients who discon¬ 
tinue antiviral therapy due to neu¬ 
ropathy have few options to pre¬ 
serve and prolong their lives. Phase 


I studies of RhNGH show it to be 
safe with few side effects. 

Immediately after hearing of 
Genentech’s drug cancellation in 
January, activists started turning the 
heat up on the company, some of 
which was returned. In the course 
of one phone conversation with 
ACT UP Golden Gate, movie 
star/Genentech executive Don 
Francis accused angry activists of 
trying to put AIDS research in front 
of breast cancer research. Francis’s 
remarks only further enraged 
Golden Gate callers. 

One sunny Saturday afternoon in 
March, breast cancer activists. 
Neurological Action Group (NAG), 
and ACT UP Golden Gate gathered 
forces at San Francisco’s Josie’s 
Cafe: although the group had 
already generated several potent 
letters and phone calls, further 
action was obviously needed. Amid 
the clarnor of noisy dishes and 
throbbing disco music, group mem¬ 
bers pushed together several tables 
and began planning a strategy that 
would lead to a major change of 
course for Genentech. 

Kate Krauss gathered the 
group’s concerns and began writing 
a letter to Patsy Fleming, the direc¬ 
tor of the National Office of AIDS 
Policy at Health and Human 
Services in Washington, D.C. 
Krauss’s letter urged Fleming to 
institute federal guidelines requir¬ 
ing companies to follow through on 
promising AIDS drugs - or, if they 
did not, allowing the drugs to be 
licensed by other companies that 
would follow through on research. 
A NAG letter to David Kessler at 
the Food and Drug Administration 
urged that agency to put sanctions 
on other Genentech drugs awaiting 
FDA approval if the company failed 
to follow through with its rhNGF 
promises. 

The Josie’s brainstorm, fueled 
by sandwiches and caffeine, contin¬ 
ued with activist Ed Zold writing a 
national press release (which he 
tirelessly faxed out the following 
week), telling the not-so-flattering 
story about Genentech’s decision. A 
national phone and fax zap sheet 
reading “Genentech Burns My 


Nerves” was put together and plans 
were formulated to involve several 
AIDS groups nationally. 

In the following days several 
researchers and AIDS activists from 
all over the country began phoning 
and faxing top Genentech officials 
demanding a policy change. ACT 
UP New York’s Gus Vianna took 
the zap request to the floor of the 
large New York chapter and deliv¬ 
ered a convincing proposal to join 
the national zap. By Wednesday of 
last week Genentech was receiving 
calls, faxes, and letters from several 
area codes and zips. Genentech PR 
seemed to be sporting a corporate 
black eye when it called Golden 
Gate activists and asked for a truce. 
The company was ready to come 
back to the table. 

While plans to demonstrate on 
the floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange were being discussed in 
New York, West Coast AIDS 
activists were planning a large on 
site demonstration at Genentech’s 
South San Francisco Campus. 
Feeling the crunch, Genentech’s 
President and CEO, Kirk Raab, 
announced that he had personally 
intervened in the problem and that 
Genetech would supply the drug to 
the ACTG Nerve Growth Factor 
study. Activists were elated. 

But even as some are savoring 
victory in a big battle, others are 
more concerned about the pattern 
Genetech has clearly established: 
the company recently pulled out of 
ACTG study #28g for non-respond¬ 
ing tuberculosis (an important 
AIDS concern) and gave no reasons 
for that decision; ditto Insulin-Like 
Growth Factor and the botched 
Human Growth Hormone study. 
Add the total lack of any written - 
or stated - compassionate use pro¬ 
gram for breast cancer or AIDS, 
and it’s no wonder that AIDS and 
breast cancer activists shake their 
heads in disgust when they hear the 
name Genentech. 

Ten years, two movies, and no 
AIDS therapies! The band plays on. ▼

By the time he was 
captured last Wednesday, 
March 29, Scripps was 
reported to be a prime sus¬ 
pect in five dismember¬ 
ment murders in 
Singapore, Thailand, and 
Mexico. At least two of 
his victims were reported¬ 
ly gay: a young South 
African and a young 
Canadian, Fagan said. 

“The suspect befriends 
young men and kills 
them,” Fagan said. 

After a young 
Englishman, Tim 

McDowell, disappeared 
from Mexico, his credit 
card turned up in 
Singapore - at about the 
same time Scripps arrived 
there, using the name 
Davis. 

Ironically, Scripps 
came to San Francisco 
and stayed at the Hyatt on 


Fisherman’s Wharf only a 
month ago, Fagan said. 
Moreover, he bears some 
resemblance to the com¬ 
posite drawing police 
have circulated of the man 
with whom Wenger was 
last seen, leading to the 
initial belief he may have 
committed the murder.

N of One 

by Michael C. Botkin 

It sometimes seems, after 
nearly seven years as a PWA, 
that I’m not living a life but 
rather conducting a protracted 
and hopelessly complicated 
“N of One” experiment. 
Every few months a new cri¬ 
sis demands a new study. If 
the experiment fails and you 
choose the wrong treatment, 
you die. If you guess right and 
choose a good treatment, you 
win a reprieve - a few months 
or even a year or two. This 
cycle continues until one of 
two things occur: the cure is 
found or you croak. Not great 
odds, but it’s the only game in 
town. 

Most scientific studies, 
the ones you read about in 
the papers and which occa¬ 
sionally surface as wildly 
distorted sound-bites on the 
evening news, are big affairs 
run with hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of “subjects.” You take 
a hundred (N=100) or a 
thousand (N= 1,000) or ten 
thousand (N= 10,000) sub¬ 
jects, be they guinea pigs or 
humans, and divide them 
into two or more groups. 
This way any variation due 
to individual factors is mini¬ 
mized, hopefully swamped 
by the general trend of the 
rest of the group. 

But another valid study 
design is the N of One. You 
measure your subject on some 
dimension, then administer a 
treatment, then measure 
again. You can then do a 
“washout,” let the treatment 
effect fade and measure a 
third time, and administer a 
different treatment. It’s harder 
to generalize the results of 
such a small study to the gen¬ 
eral population, but it does 
allow you to compare and 
contrast a wide variety of 
techniques. You can continue 
the N of One indefinitely - 
until the subject dies. 

Of course, when the exper¬ 
imenter and the subject hap¬ 
pen to be the same person, the 
study design tends to get a lit¬ 
tle sloppy. When a crisis hits, 
you often feel compelled to 
throw whatever you can find 
against it. Good scientific 
method says you should try 
one thing at a time, so that 
you can be sure which one 
works. If you do three at once, 
how can you know which 
treatment is the effective one? 

The fact of the matter is 
that if you survive, you really 
don’t a give a good goddamn 
as to how or why; you rate the 
experiment a success. 
Contrariwise, if you croak, 
having a good hypothesis as 
to why this occurred is sur¬ 
prisingly small solace. 

Roller-coaster ride 

Despite the supposedly 
advanced state of medical 
technology, even the most 
expert physicians often resort 
to guesswork and to “diagno¬ 
sis by treatment.” Diagnosis 
by treatment is, in effect, a 
desperate N of One experi¬ 
ment. You suspect the patient 
has illness X, but you can’t 
prove it, so you give them the 
standard treatment for X. If it 


works, you assume you were 
right, but you can never really 
know for sure. 

For example, toxoplasmo¬ 
sis and cryptococcal meningi¬ 
tis can both respond to the 
same treatment, so its success 
only narrows down the possi¬ 
bilities rather than pinpoint¬ 
ing the problem. But as long 
as you live through it, you’re 
probably willing to let such 
fine distinctions slide. 

Looking back on my own 
roller-coaster ride since my 
diagnosis in 1988,1 can iden-

tify an entire raft of studies I 
participated in. Back at the 
beginning was one we can 
title “A PWA can be brought 
back from the brink of the 
abyss by prompt administra¬ 
tion of AZT.” Alas, a year and 
a half later, there was a fol¬ 
low-up study best titled “HIV 
develops significant resis¬ 
tance to AZT in a PWA after 
18 months.” 

My personal N of One has 
continued apace since then: 
“ddl makes long-term PWA 
sick to his stomach, requiring 
discontinuation,” “ddC fails 
to produce any effect other 
than peripheral neuropathy,” 
“An extremely atypical pre¬ 
sentation of PCP finally diag¬ 
nosed via bronchoscopy,” etc. 
So far, at least, each of these 
experiments has been a suc¬ 
cess. 

AIDS: The Game 

To prepare newly diag¬ 
nosed HIVers (and others 
interested in learning about 
the course of the disease) for 
the roller-coaster ride of an N 
of One study of their lives 
lasting, perhaps, several 
years. I’m designing a 
Monopoly-style board game. 
I call it “AIDS: The Game.” 

Instead of “home” the 
starting square is titled “The 
Clinic.” Each time you pass 
“The Clinic,” you collect five 
pounds and 50 T-cells. For 
unlike “Monopoly” players 
who get or lose money, AIDS 
players gain or lose weight 
and T-cells. 

You proceed around the 
board according to the roll of 
the dice. Often you land on 
“random event” spaces and 
have to draw a card. It could 
be a bad opportunistic infec¬ 
tion, causing you to lose a 
turn, go back three spaces, or 
pay a penalty in pounds or T- 
cells. More rarely it will be a 
pleasant surprise, like a “get 
out of the hospital free” card 
(since Monopoly’s “Jail” is 
replaced by “The Hospital” 
here). Of course, if you’re 
dealt a deadly opportunistic 
infection, you may wish 
you’d drawn a “get into hospi¬ 
tal free” card instead. 

If your weight drops below 
two-thirds of your starting 
allotment, you die and have 
lost the game. If you zero out 
on T-cells, you must pay dou¬ 
ble the penalty in pounds on 
whatever opportunistic infec¬ 
tions you fall into. Some of 
the random cards - “Your 
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toxo is misdiagnosed as ten¬ 
sion headaches” - lead to 
instant death and, of course, a 
lost game. 

In fact, there is only one 
way to actually win AIDS: 
The Game. That’s if you draw 
the one random card which 
reads “A hitherto unknown 
identical twin of yours has 
been found and has volun¬ 
teered to give you a bone- 


marrow transplant.” At this 
point, you roll the die and, if 
the number comes up odd, 
win the game. If it comes up 
even, you died as a result of 
the procedure: 50 percent of 
all bone-marrow transplants 
die within a year of their oper¬ 
ation. 

Until you draw this card or 
die, you continue around the 
board ad nauseam, encoun¬ 


tering new opportunistic 
infections and hassles on the 
way. It really is a good simu¬ 
lation of what it’s like to live 
with highly progressed HIV. 
It’s not much fun. I’ll grant 
you, but then neither is hav¬ 
ing AIDS. And the chances 
of “winning” are pretty dis¬ 
mal. 

But, as they say, it’s the 
only game in town. T

Colorado Clerk Okays Same-Sex Marriage Licenses 

"I Was Just Going by the Book," She Now Says

Twenty years ago this week, the wild- 
flowers were returning to the hillsides of 
Colorado’s Rocky Mountains. 

Love was also in bloom among five 
homosexual couples who were issued 
marriage licenses by the recently-elected 
county clerk in Boulder, Colorado. 

Clela Rorex spoke to the Bay Area 
Reporter by telephone from her home in 
Louisville, Colorado about the political 
climate that led her to grant the licenses 
beginning in April 1975. Over a one- 
month period Rorex said she was just 
going “by the book,” first checking with 
local district attorney Alex Hunter who 
could not find any state laws specifically 
forbidding same-sex marriages. So she 
processed the forms necessary to legally 
bind five different couples who 
approached her. 


According to The Gay Decades, writ¬ 
ten by gay journalist Leigh W. Rutledge 
and published in 1992 by Penguin Books, 
Rorex was quoted at the time as saying, “I 
don’t profess to be knowledgeable about 
homosexuality or even understand it. 
[But] no minority should be discriminat¬ 
ed against.” She recalled to the B.A.R. 
that each couple had different reasons for 
wanting to bond their relationship in holy 
matrimony: one used it to claim extradi¬ 
tion; one for a company pension; one for 
health insurance; one for a land claim. 
She didn’t remember the reasoning 
behind the fifth couple’s request. 

“It definitely was a very trying time,” 
she said. “I had an entire church congrega¬ 
tion condemning me from the pulpit and 
sending all this hate mail and hate phone 
calls. But I also had people who stood up 
for me.” Rorex explained that over a peri¬ 
od of just months, a number of steps were 


taken, primarily to appease church groups. 
The issue first went l^fore the state legis¬ 
lature - which passed it on to the state 
attorney general because, as Rorex sur¬ 
mised, “the politicians didn’t want to 
touch the issue with a ten-foot pole.” 

By Christmas 1975, religious leaders 
could rest easy: the attorney general ruled 
that the “underlying intent” of marriage 
laws reserved them for heterosexual 
unions, despite the absence of any laws 
passed denying gays the right to marry. 

“At that point I stopped issuing the 
marriage licenses,” she said. 

Rorex said that she knew exactly what 
she was inheriting, since she was elected 
on the heels of a battle in Boulder over a 
fair housing ordinance outlawing dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Boulder City Councilman Penfield 
Tate, her political mentor, advised Rorex 
to expect that gay issues would again 


come to the forefront of public policy. 
The housing issue, after all, resulted in 
recall campaigns against two city coun- 
cilmen who voted for it, including Tate 
and openly gay homosexual councilman 
Tim Fuller. 

Rorex is matter-of-fact about her sup¬ 
port for gay rights, saying that she didn’t 
give much thought one way or the other at 
the time. “I think my whole attitude 
throughout has been one of tolerance. It’s 
very much part of my inner core,” she 
said. She was involved in the National 
Organization for Women, and knew some 
lesbians in that group. 

Rorex said that she eventually left the 
state for California, where she got mar¬ 
ried. However, she returned to Colorado 
and now manages a law office for the 
Native American Rights Center. 

And yes, she still supports gay mar¬ 
riages. ▼

tions that a drug company will 
ask of its preclinical leads. 
We’ve now set up systems by 
which we can ask such ques¬ 
tions of developmental lead 
compounds. I think it is one of 
the things that the mouse model 
can offer. 

Drug resistance is one of the 
key concerns that a drug compa¬ 
ny will have about its preclinical 
leads. We’ve now set up systems 


by which we can ask questions 
about drug resistance before 
preclinical leads are released for 
clinical trials. 

To go back to the first part of 
your question - will the mouse 
model supplant human clinical 
trials - the answer is most defi¬ 
nitely not. The mouse model 
relates mostly to which preclini¬ 
cal leads you are going to take 
into clinical trials, and perhaps 
in which combination. The 
SCID-hu is really one of the first 
animal models in which to study 
the efficacy of drugs against 


human pathogens that works. 

It’s almost impossible to 
come up with logical protocols 
to study combinations of drugs 
and gather data, so the animal 
model is a useful tool to gather 
info about which combination 
of drugs might be useful in the 
clinic before clinical trials take 
place. 

Non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma 
(NHL) is a serious and fre¬ 
quent occurrence in HIV 
patients, and its incidence is 
increasing as HIV infected 


individuals live longer. Have 
any advances been made using 
SCID-hu mice and stem cell 
therapy to treat this disease? 

The NHL patient population 
is an attractive population for 
stem cell therapy; we just 
haven’t set up the trials yet. Our 
first clinical trials will begin 
soon on multiple myeloma 
patients. 

With HTV patients, the situa¬ 
tion is more complex. If we give 
stem cells back to HIV-infected 
patients, those cells are going to 
give rise to mature T cells, and 
those cells are going to become 
infected with HIV. So it would be 
like putting small amounts of 
water on to a big fire - nothing 
much would happen. The strategy 
that we’ve taken instead is called 
intracellular immunization. 

In this strategy, the intent is 
to put genes into cells of the 
patients to prevent or retard the 
progression of HIV disease. 
Instead of putting the gene into 
mature, functional immune 
cells, we put the gene into stem 
cells and then give the modified 
stem cells back to the patients. 
The stem cells can then mature 
and differentiate into all of the 
cell types of the hematopoietic 
system, including T cells. 

Stem cells are rare progenitor 
cells that constitute about .01 
percent of the bone marrow. 
We’re the only corporate group 
that is actively putting genes 
into stem cells in an attempt to 
prevent HIV disease. But there 
are other groups, academic 
groups, putting genes into prog¬ 
enitor cells. We have chosen to 
use a particular construct called 
RevMlO - a transdominant 
inhibitor of the HIV gene, rev, 
which can block HIV replica¬ 
tion. 

In terms of solving the prob¬ 
lem of HIV infection in people, 
do you think there is a brighter 
hope of gene therapy solving 
the problem rather than tradi¬ 
tional chemotherapeutic 
agents? 

Gene therapy is infinitely 
more complicated than antibiot¬ 
ic therapy. To place the situation 
into context, antibiotics were 
discovered some 60 years ago 
and we’re still learning how to 
use them effectively. 

There are good and bad 
points about gene therapy. It 
would be tremendously benefi¬ 
cial, because it would only have 
to be done once to each patient. 
The side of the equation which 
is still unsolved is that the pro¬ 


cedure may be very expensive 
and therefore not accessible to 
everyone with HIV disease. Ten 
years from now, people may 
come up with more clever ways 
to do these procedures, so that 
particular problem is probably 
solvable. 

The other difficulty is that 
gene therapy only speaks to 
hematopoietic cells. HIV infec¬ 
tion involves many other cells 
including the brain, the 
endocrine system, the metabolic 
system - HIV stem cell therapy 
may not prevent dementia, for 
instance. A second problem 
which is emerging is that simply 
by stopping HIV replication 
some of the effects of HIV dis¬ 
ease may not be reversed. But 
it’s not impossible to envision 
that ten years from now we may 
be able to overcome even these 
obstacles. 

What do animal rights 
groups think of your research? 
Have there been any face-to- 
face confrontations? If it isn’t 
already evident, would you like 
to justify using animals in your 
research for any readers who 
might categorize themselves as 
animal rights advocates? 

We’ve been very cognizant 
that animal research is some¬ 
thing you have to be careful 
about. In the early days, we 
called the SCID-hu mouse the 
Mouse Man, but animal rights 
group thought this was overly 
pejorative - mostly against the 
mouse. 

Most of the activity of animal 
rights groups is rightfully direct¬ 
ed, I think, at ill-conceived 
experiments that inflict unnec¬ 
essary pain on animals. We have 
tried, when constructing the 
SCID-hu, to steer clear of those 
problems. We’ve put a great deal 
of effort into the design of our 
protocols to ensure that they can 
answer questions in a meaning¬ 
ful way and that they are 
humane. Overlaying this is the 
goal: we are using animals to 
help us make decisions about 
which drugs to take into the 
clinic. If we don’t have those 
decisions made for us in the ani¬ 
mals model, we’ll be using other 
animals, namely humans, to 
make the same decisions. 

From my perspective, we’ve 
already used too many patients 
infected with HIV for drug trials 
that are not always well con¬ 
ceived, using drugs with less 
preclinical info than one would 
want. We should try to minimize 
that. ▼

to target people not for what they had done but because 
of their status.” 

Gay and civil rights advocates were elated with the 
decision. “It is an important first step,” said Matthew 
Coles, director of the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) national Lesbian and Gay Rights Project, one of 
the lead attorneys on the case. 

“It is a very strong decision, especially where he goes 
into the prejudice basis of the rationale [for the policy], 
the fact that when you boil it down that is all there is,” 
said Beatrice Dohm, legal director with the other lead 
group in the suit, the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. 

Officials at the Justice and Defense Departments con¬ 
tinue to defend the policy and have indicated that they 
will appeal this decision. They have 60 days to make that 
request to the Second Circuit Court of Appeals. Most 
observers always have maintained that the issue of gays 
in the military will only be resolved by the Supreme 
Court. 

Critics on the far right continue to attack the Clinton 
administration for not defending the ban with sufficient 
vigor. For Elaine Donnelly, president of the policy group 
Center for Military Readiness, “The regulations are 
designed to fail, so the courts will do the dirty work for 
them [Clinton].” 

Meanwhile the Pentagon will continue to enforce the 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy against other servicemem- 
bers; Nickerson’s decision applies only to the six plain¬ 
tiffs in the case. 

“That is one thing that servicemembers who are gay 
need to understand about this decision.” said Dixon 
Osburn with the Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network. “They are still going to be kicked out if they 
make a statement today.” ▼ 


Lesbians and gays were thrilled with the March 30 ruling 
by a federal court in New York that the Clinton 
Administration's "Don't Ask, Don't Tell" military policy is 
unconstitutional. But three days later House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich put a damper on the jubilation by indicating 
Congress may legislate the old ban on gays in the military. 

"We expect this Congress to take up the issue," Gingrich 
said in reply to a question by conservative columnist George 
Will on ABC's This Week with David Brinkley April 2. "We 
find the military's position to be the correct position ... [and 
we'll probably] go back to the rules prior to changing them." 
The military, he said, operates under a “unique set of regu¬ 
lations" and the legislature should defer to the military's 
judgment in the matter. 

Although John McGuire, attorney for reinstated 
Lieutenant Tracey Thorne, was pleased with the ruling - he 
observed that the judge's reasoning was the same he had 
argued in Thorne's "old policy" case - he acknowledged the 
situation could easily take a turn for the worse. 

"We used to have just a regulation: 'this is what military 
leaders think,"' he said, but if Gingrich carries out his threat 
supporters of the ban will have "a bigger weapon: 'this is 
what Congress has decided.' 

"Courts are less likely to contradict a Congressional act 
than a military regulation," predicted McGuire, who also 
successfully represented Keith Meinhold in his suit against 
the Navy. "They're playing a strong card, saying in effect: 
'Congress and the President, in a cooperative effort, have 
decided this issue and you the courts should not intervene.' 

Meinhold, he added, is doing "great" back in the Navy - 
and is a good example of what the judge talked about in his 
ruling: that "when people are forced to lie or deceive, that's 
what hurts unit cohesion." T

Achtenberg’s departure also comes 
as HUD is undertaking a major reor¬ 
ganization that would include the 
elimination of her department. The 
U.S. Department of Justice would 
assume responsibility for housing dis¬ 
crimination issues under the plan. 

Achtenberg joins a field of mayoral 
contenders including Mayor Jordan, 
who will seek re-election. Supervisor 
Angela Alioto, and Supervisor 
Terence Hallinan. 

Other possible contenders include 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, 
whose candidacy has already attracted 
the support of many African-American 
and progressive lesbians and gays and 
is expected to gamer the support of at 
least one lesbian and gay political 
club. 

Assemblyman John Burton, who 
beat Achtenberg in a 1988 race for his 
Assembly seat, said the lesbian attor¬ 
ney’s race against Brown for the seat 
could pit blacks and gays against each 
other. 

Former Mayor Art Agnos had been 
expected to enter the race if Brown did 
not mn. 

Agnos has said in press accounts 
that Achtenberg’s candidacy could 
create “a divisive campaign” that 
would imperil the progressive opposi¬ 
tion to Jordan. T

i Bill Takes

J acqueline Woodson, 32, has trouble remembering how 
many books she’s written. She finally settles on eight 
young adult novels (including From the Notebooks of 
Melanin Sun, Scholastic Books’ first-ever lesbian or gay 
title), three picture books not yet published, and her first 
full-fledged novel. The Autobiography of a Family Photo. 

One look at the prose on the pages of Autobiography and 
you know you’re in the presence of a rare combination of tal¬ 
ent, intelligence and technique. In this exceptionally self-dis¬ 
ciplined coming-of-age novel, Woodson charts a passage from 
innocence to experience in which the narrator’s freedom is 
acquired through loss. Diagramming the complexities of race 
and gender in a black family in the ’60s and ’70s, Woodson 
gently takes us inside some hard realities, poetically structur¬ 
ing the experience without ever explaining it away.

I t could have been sim¬ 
ply dreadful - one of 
those deadly art house 
films about a sensitive 
young priest ministering to 
the downtrodden in a poor 
Liverpool parish. But Jimmy 
McGovern’s dynamite script 
and Antonia Bird’s shrewd, 
fast-paced direction turn 
Priest into one of the most 
fully realized and exciting 
films of 1995. 

Set against a dreary 
Northern England back¬ 
drop, the narrative begins as 
Father Matthew welcomes 
young Father Greg to his 
assignment in working- 


class Liverpool. But the 
new priest soon discovers 
that one of his teenage 
parishioners is being sexu¬ 
ally abused by her dad; he 
learns that Father Matthew 
is having it off regularly 
with the parish maid; and 
he’s forced to examine his 
own homosexuality when 
he begins an affair with a 
man he meets in a gay bar. 
Incest, duty, homosexuality, 
religion, suicide, fornica¬ 
tion, and social tolerance - 
these issues emerge quickly 
in the film, overwhelming 
Father Greg and keeping 
the audience riveted to the 
screen.

Miramax’s marketing 
president, Mark Gill, “out of 
respect” for the Catholic League 
for Religious & Civil Rights 
changed the opening date after 
they sent him an 11-page con¬ 
demnation of the film that said 
Priest, among other things, was 
designed to “stick it to the 
Catholic Church.” Variety reports 
that at a crowded New York press 
conference last week, a reporter 
asked Gill if Miramax was plan¬ 
ning to make a donation to the 
Catholic League for handing out 
such effective free publicity. Gill 
apparently responded, “No, we 
haven’t.” We’re certain he said 
that with a smirk. 

F rom The Washington 
Times (yes, the Moonie 
paper), we’ve learned that 
Sen. Jesse Helms and 349 other 
members of Congress were 
recently sent edited tapes of 
Marc Huestis’ film Sex Is by the 
American Family Association. 
The film was partially funded by 
the National Endowment for the 
Arts.

The performances are first 
rate throughout. Handsome 
Linus Roache, in the lead role, 
leaves a lasting impression with 
his sensitive portrayal of the tor¬ 
mented and confused Father 
Greg. Tom Wilkinson brings 
authority and compassion to his 
role as Father Matthew, making 
the transition from adversary to 
ally seem both plausible and 
natural. Cathy Tyson {Mona 
Lisa) is credible, yet somewhat 
wasted as Father Matthew’s 
lover. This allows Robert 
Carlyle, as Father Greg’s work¬ 
ing-class boyfriend, to steal act¬ 
ing honors in the paramour 
department. Robert Pugh, as the 
incestuous parent, takes a small 
role and m^es it a star turn. His 
character may well be the most 
chilling screen villain since 
Anthony Hopkins in Silence of 
the Lambs. 

What makes this film so bril¬ 
liant? Let me count the ways. 
First and foremost, director Bird 
understands how to use the film 
medium for maximum impact. 
She frequently photographs her 
actors in extreme close-up, 
cropping heads and chins, creat¬ 
ing intense in-your-face images 
that almost jump off the screen. 
Those enormous lips and soulful 
eyes simply demand attention. 
Bird also uses Catholic iconog¬ 
raphy, especially the crucifix, as 
a visual metaphor for everything 
from martyrdom to human sexu¬ 
ality. Christ is always hanging 
around, if you’ll excuse the 
expression, and his presence 
takes on many different mean¬ 
ings in different contexts. 

With the able assistance of 
editor Susan Spivey, Bird’s 
Priest is a film that crisscrosses 
a vast cultural divide in a series 
of rather quick takes. Images 
never linger too long. Bird uses 
the medium of the cinema to 
make her points with succinct 
visual illustrations, often edited 
together in rapid succession. 
This technique not only creates 
tension, it proves the old adage 
about the preeminent value of 
one picture over 1,000 words. 
Then there is Bird’s treatment of 
homosexual love. 

Not shy about queer love 

It’s worth noting that 
Miramax’s advance publicity 
for Priest completely ignores 
the homosexual content of the 
film. Homosexuality is not fea¬ 
tured in the trailer for Priest, 
and there is no mention of any 
gay theme in the press kit. The

distributor’s reluctance to men¬ 
tion this information seems 
rather silly when the work of the 
director is so frank and explicit 
in this area. The sexual relation¬ 
ship between Father Greg and 
Graham, the man he meets in a 
gay bar, is presented onscreen, 
which, given today’s increasing¬ 
ly conservative climate, should 
generate a storm of controversy. 
Bird does not shy away from 
portraying deep kisses or naked 
coupling between the priest and 
his boyfriend. 

But the most significant 
emotional relationship of the 
film is the one that emerges 
slowly, and almost silently, 
between Father Greg and 14- 
year-old Lisa, the girl who is 
being molested by her father. 
Lisa is a paragon of silence, a 
tormented soul who hides her 
emotional turmoil until it bursts 
forth in the form of uncontrol¬ 
lable seizures. When her 
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molestation is revealed in Father 
Greg’s confessional, these two 
characters bond and the course 
of their lives is altered forever. 
Christine Tremarco, as Lisa, 
turns in a wonderfully restrained 
performance. The connection 
between her character and that 
of Father Greg also resonates as 
an archetype of the mutually 
supportive bond that often arises 
between women and gay men. 

It is practically a miracle that 
this film was made, since it 
challenges all the assumptions 
of Catholicism and organized 
religion in general. And yet, that 
is only the Jumping-off point for 
Priest. The social unrest of our 
times, our ambivalence toward 
human sexuality, and our lack of 


humanity for others are themes 
skillfully and subtly woven into 
the fabric of this film. 

Remarkably, though, this 
Priest doesn’t preach - it does¬ 
n’t oversimplify, and it doesn’t 
presume to offer answers to the 
questions it raises. It just raises 
the questions in an intelligent, 
artistically impressive fashion. 
The Lord, indeed, moves in 
mysterious ways. Priest will, no 
doubt, be inundated with equal 
parts praise and scorn, but no 
serious filmgoer will want to 
miss this extraordinary cinemat¬ 
ic experience. T

San Francisco Ballet's Elegant Premieres 

Magnificent Spread

’ve never seen so many 
. A smiling faces after the bal- 
I j let,” I overheard an old lady 

say to another as the audi¬ 
ence walked up the aisle after 
last Saturday’s matinee at the 
opera house. People looking for 
friends would inquire of happy 
strangers, “Did you like that as 
much as I did?” The entire pro¬ 
gram had been satisfying, but 
the particular excitement was 
for Lambarena, the new 
African-inspired dance by the 
ballet’s resident choreographer, 
Val Caniparoli. 

It was the same on opening 
night: Lambarena is a hit, and 
it’s a hit with everybody. This 
ballet makes a crowd feel like a 
community, and feels like a 
rebirth of jazz for our day. The 
essential energy is happy, social, 
close in spirit to the perfor¬ 
mances that the National Ballet 
of Senegal gave in Berkeley’s 
Zellerbach Hall a few weeks 
ago. The ballet kids - black, 
white, and yellow - attack this 
movement with gusto and 
seemed the heirs of all their cul¬ 
tures. 

There’s a politics to this 
dance, but it’s nowhere near the 
surface, thank God. It gives us 
an encouraging image of the 
way we live now - United 
Colors of Benetton, you might 


say. This ballet gave me heart, 
for it overflows with energy. 
All kinds of young people 
doing the latest dance, which is 
a fascinating fusion of ballet 
verticality, African spinal fluid¬ 
ity, and that ability to time a 
moment off the beat and flash it 
as an eternal image. Both dance 
cultures prize these images 
highly. 

Although I’ve seen it twice, 
the images of dancers swim in 
my memory in a warm, happy 
confusion: dancers entering in 
procession, bent over at the 
hips, swaying and prancing; 
dancers on pointe, descending 
to swirl their hips and send 
waves of energy up through 
their spines, so their arms 
seemed to be waving like the 
tops of palm trees; soloists 
dancing like spirits of the for¬ 
est, or the embodiment of the 
longing of the world. 

Bach in Africa 

Caniparoli began with a 
remarkable piece of music, a 
CD called Lambarena produced 
in Africa by Pierre Akendengue 
and Hughes de Courson, who 
laid tracks of African drums and 
hot-harmonied singing on top of 
music by Bach. Caniparoli’s 
choreographic success is 
inspired by the sensitivity and 
imagination of these musicians. 
“Lambarena” is also the name

of a hospital founded by Albert 
Schweitzer, who, according to 
the program notes, can be heard 
playing some Bach on one of 
the CD’s tracks. So the music is 
like jazz, blues, and Gospel - 
which are not only African- 
American music, they virtually 
are “American music” - but 
coming from the African side. 
Caniparoli and his consultants, 
the African dancer-choreogra¬ 
phers Zakariya Sao Diouf and 
Naomi Gedo Johnson- 
Washington, use it to suggest 
that dance is a universal lan¬ 
guage. 

There are three star parts: a 
jungle boy solo for David 
Justin, whose phenomenal 
clarity in balletic turns, and his 
timing in the startling moments 
when his image burns motion¬ 
less onto your retina, make up 
for the blockiness of his torso. 
(Justin lacks fluidity through 
the rib cage; he produced fasci¬ 
nating but limited undulations 
through the shoulders and 
arms.) There’s also a magnifi¬ 
cent, stretchy, suspended ada¬ 
gio in the manner of Mark 
Morris for Eric Hoisington to 
the “Agnus Dei.” Finally, in the 
ballerina’s role, both Evelyn 
Cisneros (opening night) and 
Joanna Berman (Saturday) 
shone. This solo is the happi¬ 
est, brightest new dance I’ve 
seen in a long time. Askia 
Swift and Julia Adam stood out 
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in smaller parts. 

‘Hafffner Symphony’ 

The program as a whole sug¬ 
gested an evolution towards 
Lambarena. Haffner Symphony, 
which is classical in its vocabu¬ 
lary and dress - and was mag¬ 
nificently well danced - yielded 
to Balanchine’s Stravinsky 
Violin Concerto, a ballet in his 
tense, angular “modem” mode, 
which is filled with spiky 
images, many of them derived 
from African dance (and many 
also from Eastern European folk 
dance). 

Jose Martin’s debut as a star 
in Hajfner should be mentioned, 
since he’s not even a member of 
the company (technically, he’s 
still a student in the school). I 
haven’t seen such lovely pirou¬ 
ettes in a long time - creamy, 
relaxed, musical, and expres¬ 
sive. In one, he turned some five 
or six times and stopped without 
coming down, still poised high 
on the ball of his foot. His part¬ 
ner, Kristin Long, was equally 
relaxed, and even more poetic in 
her phrasing of the refined diffi¬ 
culties Helgi Tomasson set for 
the ballerina. On opening night, 
Elizabeth Loscavio and 
Christopher Stowell had been 
models of style also, and made 
the courtly idiom look like sec¬ 
ond nature. 

It’s been a week of spectacu¬ 
lar dancing at the ballet. 
Program VI is not so strong as 
Program V - though the dances 
are all interesting, they don’t 
reinforce each other as much. 
Norwegian Moods, an odd pas 
de deux by Lew Christensen, 
got vivid attention from Kristin 
Long and Christopher Stowell, 
but it felt like beginning a meal 
with the wrong course. 
Similarly, the delicate Mobile 
(choreographed by the late 
Tomm Ruud) did not have its 
usual cool fascination (probably 
because it was put so early on 
the program). 

Moody ’Sonata’ 

The premiere, Helgi 
Tomasson’s Sonata (set to 
Rachmaninoff’s Cello Sonata, 
Op. 19), is an elegant, gleaming 


small world that mirrors the 
shifting moods of the music. It 
has the suggestion of a story and 
is intensely atmospheric in ways 
that are easy to feel but hard to 
specify. It put me in mind of 
movies made in England during 
the war - in black and white, 
starring Laurence Olivier and 
requiring a lot of tone. There 
may be a ghost, and there’s cer¬ 
tainly a big house and some 
cliffs. 

Sonata has no story except its 
music - but that suggests a lost 
world, a lost way of life, in the 
rich melancholy harmonies that 
made Rachmaninoff such a 
model for Gershwin. And the 
ballet has a jazz look to it. Lea 
Vivante, the designer, has creat¬ 
ed a fabulously glamorous set 
that places musicians high 
above the dancers on a platform, 
center back, veiled behind a vast 
curving scrim. The dancers are 
in black velvet evening clothes, 
jackets off. The ballerina is in 
white. 

Yuri Possokhov is tremen¬ 
dous as a Byronic youth who 
loses all, embodied in Elizabeth 
Loscavio (who may be the 
dream or the ghost). I was in 
love with the ballet until their 
pas de deux, which didn’t quite 
lift off, I don’t know why. But 
the whole cast quite a spell over 
me. Jennifer Karius was extraor¬ 
dinary as a terrifying young 
woman, and so were David 
Palmer and Chris Stowell as 
edgy friends who brought no 
comfort. 

Balanchine’s Stars and 
Stripes, which is set to military 
music by Sousa, and spoofs 
American marching bands, 
made a brilliant, goofy, corny, 
hilarious finale. David Justin’s 
tricks were particularly funny 
because he makes the whole 
thing look like he’s a tin soldier, 
and their mechanical perfection 
seems only to heighten the 
impression that he is construct¬ 
ed of clockwork. ▼

The Stepford Wives' 

Eerie Sirens and Doltish Oafs

ony Vaguely and his 
zany Sick and Twisted 
Players have once again 
proved that there is 
absolutely no end to their clever 
and diabolical interpretations of 
contemporary culture. This time 
around, the object of mayhem is 
that 1970s pillar of anti-femi¬ 
nism, The Stepford Wives, which 
starred Katharine Ross. 

Set in the early ’70s, The 
Stepford Wives takes place in a 
quiet suburb of New York City. 
Budding feminist Joanna 
Eberhart (an uncanny imperson¬ 
ation of Katharine Ross by Sick 
and Twisted newcomer Kyle 
Overstreet) is dragged from the 
hectic city to the suburbs by her 
husband Walter (Don Baird). 
The men of the town are little 
more than boarish oafs, and the 
women are downright eerie 
(especially Deena Davenport in 
yet another definitive perfor¬ 
mance). All they do is clean 
house and provide unlimited 
sexual bliss for their doltish hus¬ 
bands. 

Joanna finds a comrade in 
another Stepford newcomer, 
Bobbie (Johnny Kat Harris), 
whose house is messier than 
her own. The two begin inves¬ 
tigating the submissive, pas¬ 
sive wives and their horrible 
hubbies: What they find isn’t 
pretty. All of the men belong 
to a secret Men’s Association, 
led by a creepy former 
Disneyland employee (Gabriel 
Walsh). 

It’s not long after this discov¬ 
ery that things turn frightening 
for Joanna. A boisterous neigh¬ 


bor (Danielle Willis) fires her 
maid, has her tennis court 
removed, and dons a flowery 
dress, and even Bobbie makes a 
sudden transformation from 
crude southern bumpkin to 
petite southern belle. Can 
Joanna be far behind? 

This cheesy and melodramat¬ 
ic story is perfect for Vaguely’s 
twisted sensibility. The Stepford 
Wives always seemed to be a lit¬ 
tle bit too obvious in its plot, 
and its outcome is too pre¬ 
dictable. Vaguely and crew play 
things up wonderfully, however, 
without giving away the ending 
to the uninformed. 

From the moment she is 
greeted by “The Welcome 
Wagon Lady’’ (Michael G. 
Page), Joanna is in a surreal 
world, one that Vaguely maxi¬ 
mizes to the fullest extent pos¬ 
sible. In the film, the audience 
is supposed to side with 
Joanna and uncover things as 
she does, but Vaguely pre¬ 
sumes his audience already 
knows the story, and this gives 
him room to make the 
Stepford wives just a little 
more artificial. 

Although the show is sim¬ 
ilar in quality to most of 
Vaguely’s other stage concoc¬ 
tions, it does seem a little 
awkward in the relatively 
high-tech facilities of The 
New Conservatory Theatre 
(the co-producer this time 
around). The location pre¬ 
sumes that the production 
will be a little more sophisti¬ 
cated and slick than it is. 
Vaguely’s style is rough, 
which is a great part of The 
Stepford Wives’ appeal. The 
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Miss X At Eichelberger’s

Garbo Speaks — On Tape, No Less 


Garbo: A Biography 
by Barry Paris; 

Random House, $35

s anyone conscious in 
the 20th century 
knows, Greta Garbo 
was a talented but 
truly odd bird who above all 
craved solitude. Arguably the 
biggest star Hollywood ever 
begat, she gave only a handful 
of interviews and kept much of 
her personal life secret from 
even her closest friends. Though 
her artistic career ended in the 
early 1940s, interest in Garbo’s 
comings and goings remained 
intense until her death in 1990. 

Given her penchant for priva¬ 
cy, perhaps the most astounding 
revelation in Barry Paris’ fine 
new biography is that she 
allowed one of her friends. New 
York art dealer Sam Green, to 
record their conversations. 
Writes Paris in a footnote, 
“Early on. Green informed 
Garbo that, as an art dealer 
working out of his home, he 
routinely recorded all phone 
calls. Garbo made no protest, 
then or later... .’’ 

For someone as careful about 
what she put in writing to 
friends - and how quickly she 
cut them out of her life if any¬ 
thing they did gave them even 
the potential for exploiting their 
acquaintance with her - it seems 
incredible that she would have 


allowed this, but then again her 
great stock in trade was behav¬ 
ing enigmatically. 

The conversations Paris 
reprints are nothing if not mun¬ 
dane, but offer fascinating 
insights into celebrity. Going 
out for a walk is probably a pain 
even for an extrovert like Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, but imagine 
the agonizing and strategizing 
the Reticent One went through. 
An especially tortuous inter¬ 
change involves a pair of shoes 
Garbo wanted to purchase in the 
mid-1970s, but not if she had to 
face “gawking humanity’’ to do 
so. The Green-Garbo transcript 
reads, as Paris advertises, “like a 
Samuel Beckett play or a ZaSu 
Pitts improvisation.’’ 

Post-Hollywood banality 

Recent criticism of Paris’ 
book has centered on the banal¬ 
ity of Garbo’s post-Hollywood 
existence. This seems mis¬ 
placed: Paris’ job as biographer 
was to re-create a life, not make 
it into something it wasn’t. 
What’s remarkable about Garbo 
is how well he documents her 
inactivity and how perceptively 
he speculates on the reasons 
behind it. Near the end of the 
book, he writes of her life after 
the movies, “At some point in 
the half-century search for 
Garbo, comedy and tragedy 
emerge. ... There was more to 
Garbo, not less, than met the 
eye, but it was not the stuff to 
match The Legend. Chances are 


she would have hidden even had 
she been a country school¬ 
teacher instead of a great 
actress. ... But her privacy 
became a public game, with 
Garbo the star player in spite of 
herself.’’ 

As for Garbo’s love life, it 
was at once complicated and 
simple. “Socially, she was 
always more comfortable with 
women and homosexual men 
anyway,’’ Paris writes after out¬ 
lining the demise of her love 
affair with matinee idol John 
Gilbert. “Romantically, she pre¬ 
ferred women, which is not to 
say she often acted upon this 
preference.” 

Paris concludes that sex was 
not a great Garbo preoccupa¬ 
tion, though on behalf of his 
readers he conducted an exhaus¬ 
tive investigation. His conclu¬ 
sion: “Four years of research on 
two continents - hundreds of 
interviews and two hundred 
thousand pages of documents - 
unearthed qualified proof of a 
single Garbo sex affair and pro¬ 
vided circumstantial evidence 
for only three others. There may 
have been more or there may 
have been none.” 

Stiller and Pabst 

Paris’ account of Garbo’s 
experiences acting in Europe 
and Hollywood clears up some 
of the mythology about her “dis¬ 
covery.” The author suggests 
that from an artistic standpoint 
G.W. Pabst’s direction of her in 


The Joyless Street may have 
been more pivotal than that of 
her mentor Mauritz Stiller in 
The Saga of Gosta Berling, the 
film that piqued the interest of 
MGM chief Louis B. Mayer. 

The most surprising news in 
this section, though, is her atti¬ 
tude toward the creations of 
Gilbert Adrian, whom Paris 
rightly credits (along with cine¬ 
matographer William Daniels 
and others) as a primary archi¬ 
tect of the Garbo look. When 
MGM requested a wardrobe for 
a “new, modern, ‘America’ 
Garbo” in what turned out to be 
the disastrous Two-Faced 
Woman, the famed designer quit 
in a huff. According to Louis B. 
Mayer’s daughter Irene Mayer 
Selznick, Garbo told him, “I’m 
very sorry that you’re leaving ... 
but, you know, I never really 
liked most of the clothes you 
made me wear.” Amazing. 

Historical clarifications, tid¬ 
bits like the one above and 
Paris’ often glib analysis of 
Garbo’s films - “When in love 
she throws her head back; when 
worried, she looks furtively to 


the side. Those are her two 
basic gestures, and activities, in 
Mata Harf' - mitigate the nec¬ 
essary repetition of familiar 
details of the star’s early life. 
Garbo: A Biography'^ major 
contribution, however, is its 
account of her later years. 

Paris clearly intended his 
book to be the “definitive” biog¬ 
raphy. He addresses other major 
texts, provides copious foot¬ 
notes, end notes and a complete 
filmography - not to mention an 
appendix with a page-by-page 
rebuttal to errors and fabrica¬ 
tions in Antoni Gronowicz’ best¬ 
selling Garbo: Her Story (1990). 

The next big series of Garbo 
revelations may come in the 
year 2000, when the now-sealed 
papers of her confidant and like¬ 
ly lover Mercedes de Acosta 
become available. Perhaps 
they’ll render Garbo the person 
less elusive than she remains 
despite the many vignettes Paris 
supplies. What he chronicles so 
successfully in his book is how 
this great icon wasted half her 
life while simultaneously 
orchestrating immortality. ▼

Three for the Road

Every Woman’s Dream 
by Leslea Newman; 
New Victoria, $9.95 


I ’ve been a fan of Leslea 
Newman’s writing for a 
long time, and so the 
publication of her new 
book is cause for great rejoic¬ 
ing. Every Woman’s Dream is 
a delightful collection of short 
stories, filled with humor and 
pain and love and all kinds of 
great stuff. 

In this assortment, 
Newman displays more of her 
own (wicked) sense of humor 
than I’ve seen in her other 
works, but the humor is 
always exquisitely right. In 
“How To Make Your Lover 
Miss You,” her narrator sug¬ 
gests: “When your lover tells 
you she has to fly off to 
Berkeley or Chicago or 
Somewheresville, PA, don’t 
look disappointed or tell her 
not to go. Offer to pack her 
suitcase instead.” Her paean 
to “My Tropical Butch” is 
delightful, filled with warmth 
and mischief. And I won’t 
give away the secret of 
“Every Woman’s Dream,” but 
I will say that it is certainly 
my dream as well. 

Most impressive perhaps is 
that each of the 28 stories in 
this collection could have been 
written by a different highly 
skilled author, so distinct and 
individual is the voice in each 
piece. Every Woman’s Dream 
is an extraordinary collection 
of short fiction that includes, I 
believe, some of Newman’s 
best writing ever. And best 
Newman is very fine indeed. T 



Body Guard 
by Claire McNab; 

Naiad, $9.95 

' ' or reasons of the heart, 

s Claire [McNab] is now 
a permanent resident 
of the United States.” 
I’m delighted to report that 
McNab’s move to the U.S. has 
in no way diminished her skills 
as an important writer of novels 
mysterious and lesbian. In her 
latest Carol Ashton novel. Body 
Guard, McNab once again 
eschews the safe and formulaic 
in order to explore both the pri¬ 
vate and public lives of her 
newly-out-of-the-closet detec¬ 


tive. 

Carol is still on light duty 
after recovering from a near 
fatal gunshot wound. She 
spends most of her time think¬ 
ing about aches and pains, a 
troubled relationship, and, 
most importantly, whether or 
not her job is worth risking her 
life. Into these predicaments 
comes one terrible assign¬ 
ment, to act as personal body¬ 
guard to an American feminist 
who hates the police, and 
resists all of Carol’s efforts to 
protect her. 

McNab does her usual 
superb job with character and 
plot. She has a real gift for pro¬ 
viding enough information 
about minor characters to 
make them interesting without 
drowning readers in superflu¬ 
ous detail. The plots and sub¬ 
plots are woven together with 
exquisite care. I particularly 
enjoyed the dual lines of sus¬ 
pense, as Carol wrestles both 
with her professional assign¬ 
ment and with her personal 
interest in another woman. 

If you’ve never read a Carol 
Ashton mystery, I envy you; 
you now have six extraordi¬ 
nary novels to read for the first 
time. For the rest of us fans, I 
can only say that Body Guard 
is a worthy successor to a 
remarkable series. Enjoy! T 



Cactus Love 
by Lee Lynch; 

Naiad, $9.95 

I ; heard Gary Marshall on 
V'\ television the other day; 

he was talking about New 
' York, and he said (I’m 
paraphrasing) that it was true 
that there were eight million 
people in the naked city, and 
eight million stories. He went 
on to say that in the San 
Fernando Valley, there were 
eight million people, but only 
one story. I mention this obser¬ 
vation because it explains to 
me why I have never been a 
fan of Lee Lynch’s writing. It’s 
not that Lynch is a bad writer, 
it’s just that she tells the same 
story, in the same voice, 
indeed, with what seems to be 
the same character, in every¬ 
thing she writes. 

Lynch’s latest, Cactus Love, 
is a collection of short stories 
which illustrates my objection. 
The women in these stories are 
indistinguishable from each 
other. Their names may be dif¬ 
ferent, but their speech pat¬ 
terns, and more importantly, 
their attitudes toward life are 
essentially (and yes, I do think 
Lynch is a practicing lesbian 
essentialist) the same. 
Formulaic is a word that leaps 
to mind. The result is first 
annoying, then numbing. It 
may be that Lynch is easier to 
take in smaller and less fre¬ 
quent bites. Cactus Love is far 
too much to swallow in one sit¬ 
ting. T 


To Annie With Love 


Greetings From 
The Gutter 
Dave Stewart 
Anxious Records

Stewart’s new disc 

Greetings From The 

Gutter heads off in a 
million different directions and 
almost comes across as a repri¬ 
mand to the cheery pop sensi¬ 
bility of his ex-bandmate Annie 
Lennox’s new release. Medusa. 
The producer/guitar man extra¬ 
ordinaire has crafted an opus 
that dares to place funk tracks 
like the new single Jealousy 
right next to dissonant experi¬ 
mental pieces like St 
Valentine’s Day. 

Stewart’s legendary eccen¬ 
tricities are splashed all over this 
disc like confessional poetry. 
Glamour rock cuts like Damien 
Save Me, which is dedicated to 
UK artist Damien Hirst, details 
Dave’s quest for a mentor. Lyrics 
like “Damien save me/and be 
my God/sooner or later/I’m 
gonna die like a dog” make it 
clear that Stewart isn’t operating 
with all oars in the water. 

The undercurrent of drug 
and alcohol abuse and refer¬ 
ences to the seedy side of the 
Rock ’n’ Roll lifestyle in his 
work are highlighted by 
Damien Hirst’s artwork for the 
album: a series of multicolored 
pressure tanks (containing God 
knows what kind of chemicals) 



to which Dave Stewart’s limp 
body is connected by an IV 
tube. Gas masks, cigarette butts 
and assorted pharmaceuticals 
are prominently displayed on 
the inside art work. Maybe 
Lennox’s newly-minted mil¬ 
lionaire status has gotten the 
man down. 

But Greetings From The 
Gutter does have its ecstatic 
high points. Stewart demon¬ 
strates his ability to whip up a 
fabulous pop single with Heart 
Of Stone, a ’70s-style disco 
track about an affair with a 
famous House vocalist: “I 
bought your record in 
NYC/Discorama down on 
Union Square ... /I really dig 
the clothes you wear/I only 
wish you could be my baby.” 
This could be a reference to his 


wife, ex-Bananarama and 
Shakespeare’s Sister vocalist 
Siobhan Fahey. Or it could 
refer to dance music divas like 
Lady Miss Kier and Barbara 
Tucker, who provide back-up 
vocals on the disc. 

The whole spectrum of 
Stewart’s Gutter, from depres¬ 
sion and ecstasy to ’70s funk 
and Bowie-influenced key¬ 
boards, are held together by the 
album’s rhythm section. Dave 
recruited Parliament/ 

Funkadelic’s Bernie Worrell 
and Bootsy Collins to ground 
his songs in a bass heavy, space- 
age groove that saves certain 
tracks from falling into absolute 
pretentiousness. Guest contri¬ 
butions by Laurie Anderson, 
Lou Reed, Lenny Pickett and 
Mick Jagger demonstrate 
Stewart’s good taste in friends. 

Among the stand out tracks 
is Tragedy Street, which fea¬ 
tures lyrics like, “Angie ... 
Angie ... baby/How come 
you’re always/walking down 
Tragedy Street ... /and talking 
to empty rooms,” which may or 
may not be a totally obvious 
reference to his stormy rela¬ 
tionship to former bandmate 
Annie Lennox. Another track, 
Chelsea Lovers, looks at a punk 
couple living in hip squalor, the 
girl longing for love while her 
closeted boyfriend takes “his 
velvet pills.” 

Stewart finishes the album 
with a truly strange cut, “Oh No, 
Not You Again,” which clocks in

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what might have been. Doubtless, 
some conductors’ objections to 
Cooke’s editions I and 11 were 
staged in protest of their supposed 
excessive meticulousness. 

Mahler’s usually opulent 
orchestration became focused 
on bare essentials in the later 
symphonies, however, and 
Cooke’s spare textures have 
always seemed, at least for these 
ears, appropriate. That is, until 
musician Remo Mazzetti, Jr. 
decided to take some chances. 
His complete performing edi¬ 
tion was premiered as late as 
1989, and we can thank the gods 
it captured the imagination of a 
conductor as good as Leonard 
Slatkin. His understanding of 
the potentially treacherous 
twists and turns of this tortured, 
glorious, and ultimately tran¬ 
scendent work brings Mazzetti’s 
imaginative reconstruction to 
vivid, overpowering life. 

Apparently a little too vivid, as 
more than a few concertgoers fled 
after the half-hour long first 
movement. But for those willing 
to brave the painful revelations of 
Mahler’s darkest secrets and 
Slatkin’s dramatic understanding 
of them, this performance of 
Mahler’s Tenth became one of the 
most moving highlights of this or 
any other symphony season. 

Leonard Slatkin has recorded 
this edition for future release. It 
can hardly be more powerful than 
what we heard last week, but one 
can assume there was more 
rehearsal time and therefore 
fewer orchestral lapses. 
Nevertheless, the musicians rose 
to the challenge admirably. When 
it was finally over, exhausted and 
emotionally drained listeners 
managed a sincere ovation. 

Slatkin returns this week 
with works by Tchaikovsky and 
Vaughn Williams. Slatkin’s 
wife, soprano Linda Hohenfeld, 
is the featured soloist. T

Chang and Slatkin Shine at Davies

Louis Symphony and 
newly appointed head of the 
National Symphony Orchestra, 
joined with teenaged superstar 
violinist Sarah Chang last week 
for a series of brilliant concerts 
at Davies Hall. 

American-bom Chang, who 
was trained at Juilliard by the 
great Dorothy DeLay and Hyo 
Kang, made her New York 
Philharmonic debut with Zubin 
Mehta at age eight. She made 
her first splashy San Francisco 
appearance two years ago at the 
ripe old age of 12. 

She no longer needs to push 
the age factor to draw crowds. 
Chang is an artist who will clear¬ 
ly age beautifully before our 
eyes. Press agents and manage¬ 
ment teams may want to keep 
her as young as possible for as 


long as possible to maximize 
ticket sales, but Ms. Chang will 
continue to ignite our enthusi¬ 
asm long after she’s given up 
wearing little girl party frocks. 

The kelly green satin dress with 
matching shoes and itiinestoned 
bodice she wore for last week’s 
concerts might have distracted ini¬ 
tially, but the opening bars alone of 
the Mendelssohn Violin Concerto 
were enough to transport us to a 
more exalted plane. 

Chang’s last visit revolved 
around the empty, if slightly 
exciting, histrionics of the 
Paganini Violin Concerto No. 1. 
The Mendelssohn demands 
more of her as an artist, for the 
lovely tunes require emotion as 
well as technical precision. She 
has recorded a radiant 
Tchaikovsky Concerto with Sir 
Colin Davis and the London 
Symphony Orchestra. Let’s 
hope her next visit will feature a 
work at least as demanding 
intellectually. Adulthood will 


surely bring increasingly mature 
interpretations. 

Mahler’s Tenth 

Mr. Slatkin’s appearance was 
understandably eclipsed by the 
novelty of Chang’s youth and 
audience appeal, but serious con¬ 
certgoers were suitably impressed 
by the raw power of his journey 
through Mahler’s amazing unfin¬ 
ished Tenth Symphony. 

Scholarly debates have raged 
for years over Deryck Cooke’s 
performing edition of the mas¬ 
sive score. Still, Cooke didn’t 
add or delete a single note. He 
assembled the existing sketches 
and completed drafts into a com¬ 
prehensible and characteristical¬ 
ly orchestrated whole. Many 
Mahler lovers (myself included) 
have offered our undying thanks 
for the marvelous result. No one 
who cares about the symphonic 
repertoire could remain unmoved 
by the master’s final utterances. 

Well, Bernstein, Toscanini and 


Leonard Slatkin 


Furtwangler did, though their 
objections to the symphony were 
really based more on reverence 
and superstition than on musical 
grounds. The Tenth will always be 
a taunting enigma - a great taste of

normal human being. But Joan 
kept it together pretty well, 
despite those writings that por¬ 
tray her as an alcoholic, child¬ 
beating, psychotic.

pens to everyone, little by little, 
every day. Today’s little baby is 
tomorrow’s old coot, and that 
day is continually unfolding in 
the present tense. How do you 
know when you’ve gone too far 
down the road without paying 
attention? How do you know 
when you’re paying too much 
attention? And how can you tell 
the difference between the two? 
I don’t have the answers to these 
questions, but I do know that 
General Motors is right about 
one thing; Objects in the mirror 
are closer than they appear. ▼

Long, lean, black and beauti¬ 
ful, Woodson exudes the grace 
and graciousness of the champi¬ 
on she is. Her conversation 
reveals a profound familiarity 
with her craft, an acute socio¬ 
political consciousness, and an 
all-pervasive spiritual aware¬ 
ness, confirming and enhancing 
the impression given by her 
book. 

What’s the relationship 
between your personal experi¬ 
ence and your writing? 

A lot of the stuff I write 
about. I’ve experienced on 
some level and reinvented, 
be it having heard the story 
or read something some¬ 
where or having lived it, but 
everything is composite, so 
that the line between fiction 
and actual experience 
becomes shadowed and 
muted. There’s a piece in 
Autobiography about the 
mother going to work at the 
telephone company. I 
remember reading an article 
about black women’s experi¬ 
ences at the telephone com¬ 
pany and having that image 
stay with me. In a sense, I 
did experience that. The per¬ 
son wasn’t my mother, or 
me, but how black women 
were treated, I guess, 
becomes my experience. You 
don’t know where one thing 
begins and the other ends. 
By the time I was polishing 
the book, the brother in 
Vietnam, Troy, was a real 
guy. Even though my family 
wasn’t a part of the whole 
experience of Vietnam, 
because we were Jehovah’s 


Witnesses, so we weren’t 
allowed to have anything to 
do with war. But I remember 
guys coming home from 
Vietnam being totally 
messed-up, so that becomes 
my experience, and then it 
becomes this experience of 
fiction, which is the way I 
have of putting stuff back 
into the world and thereby 
further understanding it. 

Your writing feels so real: so 
immediate, so urgent. 

What I learned from writing 
for young people is that you 
really do have to let the person 
experience the story, be able to 
go inside that story, without it 
being didactic. I’m constantly 
conscious of what would make 
the reader close the book at any 
point. I think it’s really 
American to try to give the read¬ 
er too much, to make it like tele¬ 
vision, to not let you think about 
anything. At the end of each 
vignette I just sort of drop the 
reader this last line: you can 
take it and go anywhere with it. 
It’s like, this is the beginning, 
this is the middle and this is 
open-ended. I’m not going to 
close this and I’m not going to 
give the reader too much. As I 
rewrote, it was like. How do I 
get this tighter? How do I make 
it so that the reader can take this 
somewhere with them? So it 
doesn’t become Just my piece of 
fiction, but becomes their read¬ 
ing experience. 

What questions are you 
addressing through the narra¬ 
tor? 

What does it mean to grow 
up in this society a girl? And 
what does it mean, that girls

lose their self-esteem by the 
time they’re twelve-years-old? 
What is happening in society? 
What is it that girls witness? 
Here’s this girl as witness, this 
unnamed narrator. Because 
she’s so invisible, she is every¬ 
body and nobody. No one’s see¬ 
ing this person, so she’s walking 
through, recording everything, 
but nobody’s recording her. 
She’s just a presence that’s not a 
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presence. That’s how it started 
coming together and I still don’t 
know how I got to the end, with 
her walking off the page. I just 
thought this was an interesting 
idea, bringing the reader back to 
the fact they’re reading a novel. 

How much of your writing is 
a reaction to white-dominated 
society? 

I don’t like to give main¬ 
stream culture that much credit 
for who I am as a writer. It’s 
important for me to come to an 
understanding of the influence 
of society on people who have 
historically been invisible in the 
culture. To put it down on paper, 
historicalize it, get it out of my 
system and then move on. It’s 
writing as revolution, to show 
people a path, to show there are 
other ways to go. Like for young 
adults: you don’t have to be this 
straight girl. You could be in 
love with your best friend, or 
your best friend’s mom - what¬ 
ever it takes to move you to 


another realm. This book comes 
from so many places, but a big 
place is rage. Writing out of that 
rage, to keep your sanity in a 
society that has so much hatred 
for your existence - which they 
don’t even recognize as an exis¬ 
tence. It’s not an easy place to 
be in, but for me, my place in 
the world is to write. I don’t 
think I could live if I couldn’t 
write, and hopefully other peo¬ 
ple will be able to live because I 
do write, especially young peo¬ 
ple. I do have a lot of rage 
around how society treats 
women and girls. We have to be 
so much stronger and so much 
smarter. 

What writers have inspired 
you? 

My favorite writer in the 
world is James Baldwin. I read 
him all the time. If he hadn’t 
been in the world, I don’t think 
I’d be writing now. 

There’s a lot of loss, death 
and disillusionment in the book. 

Loss makes you strong. You 
realize, I can experience this 
and survive. So, there’s this 
death, but look how much more 
aware it’s made me. Being in 
the world you see how people 
stay ignorant as a tool for sur¬ 
vival and how dangerous that is. 
It’s amazingly dangerous, 
because when something hap¬ 
pens, they don’t have any scars 
to help them. They’re too ten¬ 
der. Each scar’s making the nar¬ 
rator strong enough to take 
another step into the world. So, 
it’s about loss, but also about 
the strength we acquire from 
the pain of loss. And letting 
ourselves experience the emo¬ 
tion of pain and loss and heal¬ 
ing. We realize how strong we 
are as people. I don’t think 
death and loss and all the evils 
that are in the world would be 
in the world, if they weren’t in 
the world for a reason. Part of 
that is growing up a Jehovah’s 
Witness and having this spiritu¬ 
al idea of why we’re here and 
why the world is here and what 
God’s plan for us is. A lot of it 
I’ve let go, but there’s some part 
of that teaching I keep, to keep 
myself sane. T

The song ends on a 
confused, desperate note, light 
years away from the contented 


tone of Annie Lennox’s finale on 
Medusa. 

Dave Stewart’s Greetings 
From The Gutter is riskier than 
Lennox’s recent release but isn’t 
nearly as polished. After listen¬ 
ing to both albums back to back, 
many listeners may long for the 
day when these two artists rec¬ 
oncile their differences and 
reform as the Eurythmics. Until 
then, we have their separate and 
somewhat less exhilarating solo 
efforts to entertain us. ▼

v~' > ver the past decade, 
^; tennis has become one 
' \ of the fastest growing 

sports in the gay and 
lesbian community. At San 
Francisco’s 1982 Gay Games at 
least 90 players entered the ten¬ 
nis arena, making it one of the 
first “national” gay tournaments 
of its kind. 

At the ’94 Gay Games, ten¬ 
nis was the first sport to fill its 
roster. More than 700 players 
signed up for play, and there 
were potentially hundreds more 
who missed the deadline. In the 
early ’90s, the popularity of the 
sport inspired many local gay 
tennis organizations around the 
country to form an umbrella 
association in order to improve 
communications and manage 
the expansion of the gay tennis 
circuit. 

This year, the Gay and 
Lesbian Tennis Alliance 
(GLTA) will sanction 22 
international tournaments 
around the U.S., Canada and 
Australia. The tournaments are 
sponsored by clubs in nearly 
every major metropolitan area 
in the U.S. and includes Canada 
and Australia. The events fea¬ 
ture divisions for all both sexes 
and for all abilities, from begin¬ 
ner to advanced open tourna¬ 
ment players. 

A computer ranking system 
accumulates points for player 
results from each of the GLTA 
events. Currently there are over 
1,000 men and women with 
computer rankings. The 1994 
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GLTA members 


year-end rankings were recently 
released. The following players 
were listed as top singles’ play¬ 
ers: 1) Chris Staples, Miami; 2) 
Peter Prinsloo, Atlanta; 3) Doug

eather pride and lots of 
new faces and names 
were on the aspirant list 
for IML ’95 over the 
weekend as leather contests got 
under way in Seattle, New York 
and Connecticut. 

Both Seattle and New York 
earned huge praise for their out¬ 
standing productions. At my 
deadline there was no word on 
the Connecticut contest (Mr. 
Drummer), but I’ll keep you 
posted. As if this weren’t 
enough, there were also Ms. San 
Francisco Leather on Saturday 
and Mr. Edge Leather on Friday 
night. 

In Seattle, outgoing George 
Morton was accorded huge 
applause and recognition for his 
title year, and in New York, 
Orlando Diaz received acclaim 
for producing the “best leather 
contest ever held in New York.” 

There were 400 people in 
attendance at Neighbors bar in 
Seattle for the Mr. Washington 
State Leather contest and 500 at 
The Tunnel in the Big Apple for 
Mr. New York Leather. The two 
productions were “the best 
ever” according to seasoned 
contest aficionados. 

In Seattle, five men compet¬ 
ed and there were 10 jousting 
for the title in New York. In 
Seattle, Raymond Lebrun, a 
native, prevailed over four other 
men to win his second state title. 
Last year, Raymond, while liv¬ 
ing there, was chosen Mr. 
Minnesota Leather ’94. At the 
victory brunch on Sunday, he 
was heard joking, “Two down;

action in Seattle, while the 
audacious Lynn Lavner (who 
has previously emcee’d both 
Inti. Mr. Drummer and IML) did 
the honors in New York. TTie 
opening number in Seattle 
starred Toni James, a vivacious, 
talented and upbeat entertainer 
(better than RuPaull), who was 
imported from Las Vegas. She 
ended the show with a truly 
extravagant number. 

The Latino Leathermen from 
Black Eagle Leather of Los 
Angeles, inspired by the irre¬ 
pressible Dimitrius, were the 
main entertainment in New 
York. They earned high praise 
for the quality of their perfor¬ 
mance. 

I was honored to join the 
judging panel in Seattle with 
head judge NLA Co-chair, Ms 
Perfect Hair K.T. Chase, Frank 
Nowicki, A1 D. Sowers, IML 
Jeff Tucker, Jim Black and 
George Morton, the outgoing 
title holder. Bill Robbins was 
the alternate judge. Rhonda 
VanDeMeer and Spencer 
Bergstedt were the tally mis¬ 
tresses. The Prez. of Washington 
State Mr. Leather, Inc., Scott 
Rodriguez, again distinguished 
himself. The presentation was 
efficiently run and entertaining. 

In New York, Vem Stewart, 
Michelle Buchanan, Victor 
Magide, Bruce Marcus, Kerry 
Richard, Roger McFarland and 
outgoing Orlando Diaz headed 
the judging panel with Mr. 
Northeast Drummer ’94 Joe 
Ricci, the alternate judge. Fred 
Katz was the tallymaster. The 
production was dedicated to the 
memory of Henry Romanowski, 
who was one of the earliest Mr. 
NY Leathers. A lifetime 
achievement award was given to 
Justin Charbonneau, also a for¬ 
mer Mr. NY Leather and a con¬ 
testant both at IML and 
Drummer in past years. 

Seattle’s show included two 
fantasy numbers by local 
leathermen. Wes Randall, who 
earned a standing ovation, is a 
master at fantasy making. The 
second fantasy, orchestrated by 
Tim Franulovich, was a deeply 
touching tribute to former hold¬ 
ers (both living and passed) of 
the Washington State Leather 
title. There wasn’t a dry eye in 
the place, including yours truly.

Temple Slave 
by Robert Patrick; 
Masquerade Press, 
$12.95 

by Paul Sagan 

T emple Slave, the first 
novel by pioneer gay 
playwright Robert 
Patrick, is based on his 
early career at the Caffe Cino, a 
Greenwich Village coffeehouse 
renowned as the birthplace of 
off-off-Broadway theatre. The 
book is essential for lovers of 
stage lore, literate wordplay and 
picaresque sexual high jinks. 

At the Cino, off-off- 
Broadway and gay theatre 
emerged more or less simultane¬ 
ously in the early 1960s. 
Bernadette Peters, A1 Pacino 
and Bette Midler made early 
appearances there; the shows 
included such seminal gay plays 
as Lanford Wilson’s The 
Madness of Lady Bright and the 
proto-camp musical Dames at 
Sea, along with early works by 
Sam Shepard, John Guare and 
others. 

The story has been told 
before, most recently in Martin 
Duberman’s documentary book 
Stonewall and in Patrick’s land¬ 
mark play Kennedy’s Children. 
But Temple Slave represents the 
most extensive account of the 
Cino to date, albeit in fictional¬ 
ized form. 

The novel contains enough 
pseudonymous celebrities to 
keep gossip hounds guessing for 
days. But Temple Slave is, at 
heart, a sentimental fable of the 
time when free speech and free 
love blossomed in the Village, 
and for a brief historical 
moment, anything seemed pos¬ 
sible for artists in America.

Burned-out stand-in 

Temple Slave’s narrator. Bob, 
a burned-out “leftover hippie,” 
is a patently autobiographical 
stand-in for the author. The 
book is a long letter to an old 
friend who now runs a sell-out, 
closety theatre. Bob recalls the 
jubilant days of their youth. 

Flashback to 1961: fleeing 
bigotry in the heartland. Bob 
hits Manhattan and follows a 
beautiful, raven-haired beatnik 
down a side street and into a 
long, narrow room with an 
espresso machine at one end. 
“Mamma Mia, it’s-a time, time, 
time,’ someone moaned from 
the very back ....” 

The gleaming machine sud¬ 
denly steamed. My raven-haired 
elf emerged intact from behind 
the counter, leaned over into a 
tiny nook between counter and 
corridor, flipped some sparky 
switches, and tiny Christmas 
lights twinkled on all over the 
ceiling. 


He then bound an apron 
across his convex crotch and 
strolled through the cheery haze 
toward me, smiling as if at a 
mirror. Leaning over me (cinna¬ 
mon-scent), he twiddled with a 
jukebox that bulked beside me. 
Under his touch it understand¬ 
ably glowed into operatic song. 
Along with the boxed soprano, a 
hearty baritone sang behind the 
steaming machine .... 

Eventually he... sold me a cup of 
something called “cappuccino” - 
the only cup of the vile stuff, inciden¬ 
tally, that I ever drank in six years at 
the Buono. Though I revere you, I 
will keep my own ways before you. 

Art shrine 

Here at the “Espresso 
Buono,” Bob meets proprietor 
Joe Buono, a fleshy gay man 
who spouts ersatz Italian. Joe 
opens his doors, and his huge 
heart, to refugees from “that 
sick beast, Amerika.” In this 
shrine to love, sex and art. Bob 
becomes a “temple slave.” 

Joe lets his favorites do 
plays on his cafe floor. They 
inadvertently ignite a theatrical 
revolution. Fame attracts 
predators: decadent, cop-out 
Pop artists and muddled 
wannabes. Helpless, Bob 
watches ambition and drugs 
poison the world he loves. The 
tragic conclusion unites two 
constant Patrick themes: the 
insufficiency of love and the 
terrible price Americans exact 
from their heroes. 

All this is related in a rich, 
punning, allusive style and pep¬ 
pered with dirty jokes and 
dishy dialogue. If Gore Vidal, 
Mary Renault and Jean Ken- 
had collaborated on a novel, the 
result might have been Temple 
Slave. T
